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HI  S  malady-,  of  which .  we  have 
treated  in  the  following  pages,  has 
been  locked  upon  as  the  Opprobrium 
Medicorum.  But  whether  our  had 
fuccefs  in  curing  it  has  been  owing  to 
our  want  of  knowledge  of  its  nature  ;  or,  from 
its  being  out  of  the  power  of  medicine,  or  both,, 
is  hard  to  determine.  But  as  Hippocrates  ob- 
ferves,  he  who  knows  the  nature  of  the  difeafe,  can  be 
\at  no  great  lofs  for  the  propereji  method  of  cure. 

i  But,  considering  bow  much  this  difeafe  affliSls  man- 
\kind,  many  falling  vibiims  to  it ;  and  if  others  efcape 
\after  long  and  much  mifery,  they  generally  carry  along 
with  them  mofi  horrid  fears, and  have  it  commonly  intail- 
led  on  their  pofterity .  I  fay  cenjidering  thefe,  and  reflebl- 
ing  at  the  fame  time,  how  much  phyjic  is  improved  in 
'all  its  branches,  within  this  and  the  lajl  century, 
one  would  have  expebled,  that  long  e'er  now  we  would 
'have  had  fomething  more  fatisfabiory  upon  itt  than 
\what  has  yet  appeared^ 
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PREFACE. 

Armng  the  writings  of  the  ancients^  the  account  of 
this  difeafe  is  very  fuperficial  and  imperfeSt^  and  fe- 
veral  of  their  opinions  too  are  in  many  points  contra- 
di^ory  to  one  another  ;  and^  indeed^  in  fuch  an  oh- 
/cure  difeafe  as  this^  conjidering  the  lights  they  then 
had^  it  is  no  wonder. 

\ 

Among  thefe  of  a  more  modern  date  (Vm  forry  to 
fay  it)  we  find  ftill  lefs  to  the  purpofe^  as  then^  the 
love  of  hypothefis  (an  unhappy  frenzy)  had  feized 
the  greatefl  part  of  phyftcians^  by  which  they  propo- 
fed  to  diElate  rules  to  nature^  from  which  Jhe  Jhould 
not  depart :  Tihus  defpfng  to  learn  by  diligent  oh- 
fervations  of  her^  as  the  wife  Hippocrates  had  done 
before  them. — Among  thefe  writers.^  little  hut  wild 
hypothefis y  which  had  no  exiftence.,  except  in  their 
own  imagination^  is  to  be  foufid^  with  refpe£t^  at  leafi^ . 
to  the  nature  of  this  as  well  as  mojl  other  difeafes. 
Although  fome  of  them  who  have  related  fabls^  and 
left  them  to  fofterity  with  ^  regard  to  their  abferva^ 
tions,  or  experimentSy  have  indeed  laid  up  a  fund  of 
ireafures  which  are  now  very  ufeful  to  us. 

Air  Wifemany  fergeantfurgeon  tO'  King  Charles  L 
has  indeed  left  us  a  great  many  ufeful  obfervations  up-, 
on  the  fcrofula  :  Buty  as  the  principles  of  ftirgeryy  as 
well  as  all  the  other  branches  of  mediciney  were  then 
vtry  imperfet^ly  known^  fo  a  full  or  compleat  fyjiema- 


tk  vlcvo  of  this  difeafe  could  not  be  expected  from 
him. 

\ 

Among  the  modern  writers^  this  difeafe  has  been 
pajfed  over  almojl  without  mention^  by  three  of  the 
greateft  and  beji  authors  that  perhaps  ever  appeared^ 
viz,  Sydenham,^  Boerhaave^  and  Hoffman,^  which  pro¬ 
bably  may  be  one  reafon  why  our  contemporaries  feem  ‘ 
to  he  fo  little  acquainted  with  it :  For,^  of  them  I 
know  none^  fo  far  as  I  am  able  to  recoUebl  at  prefentj 
that  has  even  attempted  to  write  a  regular  account  of 
it^  except  Dr  Home^  a  very  ingenioiis^^  learned^  and 
indujtrious  gentkman^who  has  indeed  given  many  proof s 
of  his  great  abilities  in  medicine  ;  and  in  a  late  book^ 
intitled  Princip.  Medicine,  he  has^  among  other  di- 
given  us  a  few  aphorifms  on  ihis^  But  thefe^ 
on  account  of  their  brevity,^  will  be  to  many  cbfcurcy 
and  to  all  (unlefs  largely  commented  on )  unfat sfa^ory, 
'However,^  1  thought  proper  to  acquaint  the  reader^ 
that  I  have^  in  treating  of  this  difeafe^  followed  the 
method  of  writing  it  in  aphorifms,,  which  I  have  en¬ 
deavoured  fully  to  explain  and  fupport :  And^  in  com,, ' 
pofng  my  aphorifms,,  I  have  had  his  in  my  vieWy  althd*,^ 
in  mofl  of  themy  I  have  a  little  differed  from  him, 
e-g,  in  his  fecofid  aphorifmy  he  faySy  Sedcs  hujus 
rnorbi  prascipua,  fed  non  Tola  eft  glandula  ;  Oc-^ 
fupat  enim  Membranam  adipofam,  mufgulos,  ten- 

di^ 
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dines,  articulos,  Ofiium,  ipfaq;  Ofla,  &c.  If  you 
compare  this  with  my  fecond  feltion  you  will  find  & 
pretty  effential  difference. 

In  the  univerjity  of  Edinburgh  there  are  a  few  a~ 
phorifms  in  manufcripiy  which  are  faid  to  have  been 
written  by  a  very  celebrated  phyfician  there.,  on  this 
difeafe.  I  hefe  Dr  Home  feems  pretty  clefely  to 

have  followed,  and  thofe  I  alfo  had  before  me  in 
forming  mine  •,  but  I  have  increafed  them  to  near 
'  double  the  number  of  either  the  manufcript  aphorifmt 
or  Dr  Homd ^ 

In  the  year  1 749)  cin  inaugural  differtation  was 
written  on  the  fcrofula,  by  Mr  Ewart,  a  Scotchman. 
In  this  differtation  he  has  copied  the  manufcript  ver¬ 
batim,  but  has  here  and  there  interfperfed  fome  very 
good  obfervations  of  his  own.  However,  this  is  a 
very  fhort  and  uncompleat  account  of  the  difeafe,  and 
befidcs,  as  it  was  at  firft  but  in  a  few  hands,  and  per¬ 
haps  now  (which  is  the  fate  of  (ill  fchool  exercifes) 
pot  a  copy  of  it  to  be  found. 

In  September  lafi,  Mr  Fallon,  an  Irifhman,  wrote 
alfo  an  inaugural  differtation  on  it  at  Edinburgh.. 
In  this,  on  what  parts  of  the  difeafe  he  has  treated, 
he  has  indeed  collebled  a  great  many  obfervations,  and 
intermixed  them  with  feveral  very  pertinent  remarks :

Sut  then,  he  has  not  enumerated  the  remote  caufes 
that  are  ohferved  to  difpo[e  to  the  dtfeafe-,  nor  has-he 
ajfigned  the  proximate  caufe  and  the  prognofis  and 
method  of  cure  he.  has  left  altogether  untouched ;  and 
has  no  where  even  attempted  to  explain  the  phenome¬ 
na  of  the  difeafe,  which  he  has  mentioned  ;  fo  that,  in 
the  main,  this  feems  to  be  a  more  lame  ejfay  than  br'lr 
Ewart'^s. 

The  reader,  1  fuppofe,  will  now  he  at  no  lofs  to 
guefs  what  has  been  my  motive  in  propofing  to  treat 
of  the  fcrofula,  which  plainly  was,  becaufe  1  was  con¬ 
vinced  that  nothing  had  appeared  full,  or  any  way 
fatisfahlory,  upon  the  fubjehf,  and  that  I  fhould  now 
prefent  him  with  a  differtation  every  way  full,  con- 
Jijlent,  and  fatisfaStory,  is,  conftdering  how  many  have 
failed,  and  the  difficulty  of  the  fubjeSt,  fcarce  to  be  ex- 
pebied ;  which  difficulty,  probably,  has  been  one  reafon 
why  fo  few  of  late  have  attempted  it,  fed  in  magnis 
voluifle  fat  eft. 

But  if  I  had  not  thought  it  confider ably  mere  corn- 
pleat  than  any  thing  that  has  yet  appeared,  I  would 
not  have  been  fo  impertinent  as  to  have  troubled  the 
public,  by  loading  them  with  a  new  treatife,  which 
contained  nothing  but  what  is  to  be  met  with  in  every 
book  concerning  the  difeafe. 
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P  R  E  F  A  C  E. 

In  coinpojing  this  Irecitife  I  have  taken  all  tie  ajjtfi- 
ance  I  could  from  authors.,  and  have  generally  quoted 
them,  from  whom  any  fentiment  or  obfervation  is  taken  : 
and  often  too,  I  have  aljo  quoted  fome  only,  where  my 
reafening  feemed  to  coincide  with  theirs.  .And  he^ 
ftdes,  I  have  endeavoured  to  reconcile,  as  much  as  pof- 
fible,  the  different  opinion  of  authors  concerning  the 
nature  of  this  difeafe,  without  making  too  long  digref- 

IJtill  propofe,  that  if  this  is  well  received,  fome 
time  or  other,  to  make  it  a  more  fmifhed  work. 

I  now  bid  adieu'  to  the  reader,  hoping  he'll  over* 
look  fome  fmall  faults  (as  no  performance  is  without 
fome)  which  here  and  there,  perhaps,  may  occur.

H  E  fcrofula,  (Iruma,  or  king^s 
evil,  may  be  defined  an  indolent 
tumor,  often  many  tumors ;  and 
fometimes  alfo  moveable  and  clr- 
Gumfcribed ;  not  altering  the  co¬ 
lour  of  the  incumbent  Ikin  for  fome  time 
leaft,  and  refembling  a  beginning  fchirrus 
in  a  good  meaiure,  but  yielding  more  to  the 

touch,  and  degenerating  aimolt  always  Into  a 
ft  ub  born  ulcer. 


This  diteafe,  of  which  we  now  propofe  to  treat,  is  by  HIp«

fame  name  is  ufed  by  iEtius,  and  all  the  other  Greek  wri¬ 
ters  *.  The  Greek  name  fignifies  porca,  fcrofa,  fcpo- 

fula.  This  difeafe  feems  to  have  got  this  name,  as  it  is  ob- 
feryed  by  many  f,  from  its  infefting  Twine  much,  and  that  it 
conaes  to  a  greater  height  in  thefe  animals  than  in  mofl  other. 
Or,  2dly,  Becaufe  ’tis  obfervable  that  this  difeafe  attacks  fc- 
veral  different  parts  of  the  body  nearly  about  the  fame  time, 
or  when  it  rifes  in  one  part,  it  is  immediately  propagated  in 
feveral  more,  and  fo  has  been  compared  to  the  fow  for  fruit- 
fiilnefs,  which  often  brings  forth  feveral  young  at  a  birth 
The  third  reafon,  according  to  fome,  why  it  got  this  name, 
is  becaufe  it  is  fuppoled  that  (Irumous  tumors  refemble  fwine. 
The  fourth  reafon  (which  like  the  former  feems  very  trifling) 
that  ispropofed,  is,  that  the  name  is  taken  a  chceradibus  petris, 
for  the  Greek  word  fignifies  alfo  rocks  rifing  above  the 

furface  of  the  fea,  and  refemble  fwine  fwimming. 

This  difeafe  is  likewife  called  fcrofula  ;  but  this  name  I 
have  not  found  among  the  purer  Latin  writers.  It  is  fome- 
times  alfo  written  fcrophula  :  And  I  know  a  celebrated  phy- 
lician,  who  is  of  opinion  that  the  word  is  altogether  of  Arabic 
extradl,  and  ought  to  be  fpelled  with  an  f,  and  not  with  ph, 
as  they  have  a  letter  analogous  to  our  f ;  and  that  it  is  the 
proper  name  of  the  difeafe,  as  he  was  informed  by  a  learned 
gentleman  from  that  country. 

Struma  was  the  name  alone,  or  at  leaiT:  moll  frequently  ufed 
among  the  purer  Latin  writers  for  this  diforder,  and  at  this 
day  is  flill  very  much  In  ufe  ;  and  they  Teemed  fometimes  al¬ 
fo  to  underfland  by  it  prseternatural  prominences  growing 
out  from  the  human  body,  as  is  plain  from  the  following 
in  Catullus  :

guinal,  fometimes  bubonofa  ;  if  the  glands  of 
the  breafl,  lungs,  or  mefcntery  are  attacked,

The  ancients  have  almoft  always  afligned  the  feat  of  this 
difeafe  to  the  glands  ;  as  Hippocrates  J  obferves,  Glanduli^ 
eiia?n  nwrhl  fuboriuntury  tuber  cut  a  neinpe  6*  Jlrumrs,  Galen 
fays,  §  Glandulorum  morbus  quoque  Jlrumci  <?//,  noti  ex  calida. 
snatericy  neque  ad  fuppurationem  properante^  <bc.  Many  others 
might  alfo  be  quoted  to  fhew  that  they  moft  frequently  con¬ 
fined  this  difeafe  to  the  glands  ;  and  many  of  them  obferved 
too,  that  the  glands  about  the  neck  were  moft  frequently  af- 
fedted  II . 

But  notwithftanding  that  they  feem  juflly  to  have  obferyed, 
that  this  difeafe  attacks  the  glands  mofl  frequently  ;  yet  it 
alfo  fometimes  has  its  feat  in  the  cellular  membrane  ;  but 
when  feared  here,  they  feem  often  to  have  confounded  it 
with  the  common  incyfled  tumors  ;  (from  which  indeed  it  is 
not  eafily  diflinguifhed)  yet  there  are  fome  obfcure  paffages 
in  fome  few  of  them,  (the  ancients)  that  have  fallen  into  my 
hands,  where  they  feem  to  have  hinted  at  its  being  obferved 
there.  Et  plurimurn  quidem  (fays  Avicenna)  accedunt  in

Maiiy  otber  pallages  might  be  produced  to  (hew,  that  they 
obterved  the  difeafe  fometimes  to  occupy  other  parts  than  the 
glands.  And  the  fame  is  ailo  obferved  by  many  of  the  mo¬ 
dem  writers  j  fome  of  whom  relate  hiflories  where  the  dif- 
eafe  (eemed  pretty  evidently  to  have  occupied  the  celiuhr 
niembrane,  E.  g.'  there  are  two  fingular  cafes  of  this  kind 
io  the  ephem.  german,  in  one  of  them  it  is  faid  to  have  a- 
bounded  over  the  whole  body  *  ;  and  in  the  other  an  arm  is 
laid  to  have  been  wholly  affeded,  which  was  obferved  to  in- 
creafe  at  the  change  of  the  moon  f  ;  it  is  further  faid  to  have 
given  the  perfon  very  little  uneafinefs.  Dolasus  relates  J  alfo 
having  feen  a  wiioie  arm  together  with  the  fhoulder  fero- 
phulous  §.  But  if  the  ancients  feem  to  have  often  confound¬ 
ed  the  fcrofula,  w'hen  feated  in  the  cellular  membrane,  with  the 
common  incylied  tumors,  fuch  as  theantheroma,  meliceris.  See, 
en  the  other  hand,  feveral  of  the  moderns  feem  to  have 
crammed  in  under  the  name  of  fcrofula  not  only  ail  incyiled 
tumors,  but  alfo  the  fpina  ventofa,  phagedenic  ulcers,  white 
fwellings  of  the  joints,  &c.  ||  And  further,  fome  are  of  opi¬ 
nion  that  this  difeafe  attacks  all  parts  of  the  body  ;  particu¬ 
larly  Wifeman,  who  fays  exprefly  that  it  attacks  all  parts  of 
the  body  indifcriminately  :  But  it  would  feem  from  fome  of 
his  own  relations  of  cafes,  that  the  difeafe  was  feated  in  the 
cellular  membrane  when  he  imagined  it  occupied  other  parts, 
e.  g.  When  it  attacks  a  mufcle,’’  fays  he,  thefliapeis  im*^ 
certain,  and  always  diflindl  from  the  niufclc  ;  the  tumor  is 
either  harder  or  fofter  as  it  happens  ;  but  thofe  of  a  round 
figurC/are  the  rnofl;  benign.”  From  this  relation,  would 
Bot  one  be  naturally  led  to  believe,  that  the  difeafe  was  feat- 
fd  in  the  cellular  membrane,  and  not  the  mufcle  itfelf  afFedt- 
ed  ?  Some  others  think  it  is  altogether  peculiar  to  the  glands,

""Tis  obfervable'indeed,  that  mold  of  thefe  are  apt  to  affedl  thofe  of  a  fero- 
laloias  conlditution  5  .  and  the  fpina  ventofa  is  fometimes  fcrofulous,  as  1  fhall 
afterwards  attempt  to  explain  ;  but  it  certainly  very  often  alfo  takes  its  rife 
from  other  caufes :  So  1  think  moft  of  thefe  difeafes  fpsciBcally  different 
ham  the  fcrofula,  and  ought  not  to  be  confounded  with  it*

and  argne  that  a  true  fcrofula  is  never  found  any  ^vhere  elfe; 
nay,  Tome  go  further,  and  confine  this  difeafe  wholly  .tp  the 
lymphatic  glands,  and  maintain  that  the  conglomerate  gfailds 
are  never  afFeded,  or  at  lead  never  primitively  wiih'the 
fula  Indeed  it  muft  be  owned  it  moil  frequently  feenis  to 
feize  the  conglobate  lymphatic  glands ;  yet  I  perceive  no  rea- 
fon  for  confining  it  altogether  to  thefe  glands,  as  there  are  lew 
practitioners  (I  dare  fay)  who  have  not  ieen  the  parotid  glands 
affected  with  this  difeafe  alone,  when  no  other  couW  be  ch~ 
ferved  to  be  difeafed.  The  truth  indeed  appears  to  be,  that 
it  affeCts  the  glands,  but  moil  frequently  the  lympbafjc 
glands  ;  and  that  it  has  alfo  fometimes  its  feat  in  the  cellular 
membrane  ;  Of  this  I  have  had  opportunity  of  feeing  fre¬ 
quent  inftances  ;  and  fometimes  I  have  feen  both  tho  glands 
and  cellular  membranes  aifeCted  at  the  fame  time  in  one 
patient.

6*^.1  The  obflruCting  matter  which  caufes  the  difeafe,  ahlio* 
at  firffit  feenis  generally  to  be  of  an  inert  nature,  yet  by  itsioiig 
fiayin  a  warm  place,  acquires  an  acrimony,  and  fo  fome  time 
afterwards  degenerating  into  an  ulcer  of  a  malignant  kind,  the 
mufcles  that  lie  near  are  denudated  and  eroded,  and  the  bones 
rendered  carious,  and  anchylolis  often  formed.  And  often 
cyeil  before  the  tumor  breaks,  if  it  happens  to  lye  near  the 
periofteum,  (as  frequently  is  the  cafe  in  that  fpecies  which  is 
feated  in  the  cellular  membrane),  by  the  acrimoHy  of  the  mat* 
ter  it  is  inflamed,  and  often  the  bone  rendered  carious  even 
before  the  tumor  is  fully  fuppurated  f.  And  this  feems  to  he 
the  rcafon  why  fo  many  have  imagined  that  the  difeafe  feized 
on  all  parts  of  the  body  indifferently  ;  but  to  me  it  looks  as 
if  thefe  parts  come  rather  to  be  affeCfed  in  a  fecondary  way  : 
For  there  is,  no  difeafe,  as  far  I  know,  that  affeCls  all  the  dif¬ 
ferent  feries  ofydiels  of  the  human  body  indifcriminatelyo

TH  E  remote  caufes,  irl  general,  of  this 
difeafe,  are  obferved  to  be  fuch  as  in¬ 
duce  lax  folids,  together  with  an  inert  vifct- 
dity  of  the  fluids ;  therefore  children  are  moft 
liable  to  this  difeale.  But  ift,  Particularly 
children  which  have  defcended  from  parents 
that  laboured  under  this  difeafe,  the  rickets, 
fcurvey, venereal  difeafe,  or  thofe  which  abound 
with  a  pituitous  cachexy.  2dly,  Such  as  fuck 
nurfes  that  have,  or  do  labour  under, the  fore- 
menticxned  difeafes,  or  whofe  milk  is  vifcid  of 
acefcent.  sdly,  Who  live  in  a  humid  air. 

Who  live  much  on  vifcid,  crude  fari¬ 
naceous  aliments,  or  who  eat  much  auftere, 
unripe,  fummer  fruit  *.  Jthly,  Thofe  child¬ 
ren  who  are  kept  clofe  and  full,  and  don’t 
ule  fufficient  exercile,  nor  are  early  dipped  in 
cold  water,  nor  inured  to  bear  the  changes 
of  the  air,  or  other  cafualities  of  life  of  the 
like  nature -f.  6thly,  Thofe  who  are  natu¬ 
rally  of  a  frigid  or  phlegmatic  temperament  :j:.

7thly,  Thofe  vvhofe  bile  is  inert.  Sthly,  Who 
.have  undergone  Ibme  proceeding  difeafes,  fuch 
as  fevers,  catarrhs,  &c.  or  who  have  met  with 
external  injuries,  fuch  as  blows,  bruifes,  com- 
preffions,  hrains,  luxations,  &g.  pthly,  Thofe 
who  much  ufe  crude  ftagnating  waters,  and 
particularly  fnow  water  i othly.  The  ima' 
gination  of  the  mother,  by  looking  much 
upon  a  fcrophulous  perfon. 

Therefore  Children  are  mof  liable  to  this  dif 

€ofe<^  Altho  this  difeafe  attacks  Children  moft  fre¬ 

quently,  yet  it  would  feem  that  almoft  no  ftage  of  life  is  quite 
free  from  it.  Wifeman  fays,  that  he  faw  a  Itrumous  glandu¬ 
lar  tumor  in  an  infant  newly  born-h,  and  I  know  a  celebrated 
profellbr  at  Edinburgh,  who  faw  ah  infant  fcarce  three  months 
6\d  labouring  under  this  diforderj.  Wifeman  relates  about 
fifty  or  fixty  cafes  of  (frumous  patients^  of  which  a  few  are 
about  two  or  three  years  of  age,  about  30  below  fourteen, 
13  between  the  fourteenth  and  twenty-fifth  year  of  their  age, 
7  between  twenty-five  and  thirty^fix  years  old.  Only  one 
cafe  of  a  flrumous  female  40  years  of  age,  who  as  far  as  I 
can  find  was  the  oldeft  he  mentions  labouring  under  it, 

I  have  heard  it  obferved  by  a  phyfician  of  very  extenfive 
practice,  that  he  has  feen  many  patients  labour  under  the 
mrofula  before  30  years  of  age,  but  very  few  after  it,  and  that 
he  once  faw  a  perfon  labour  under  it  who  was  above  co. 
J'lildanus  relates  the  caie  of  a  man  who  was  above  70  that 
had  laboured  Under  this  difeafe  from  his  youth. §  I  remember 
myfclf  of  feeing  a  man  about  40,  as  near  as  icould  judge,  who

Women  about  the  time  of  puberty  are  often  troubfed  witb 
Ibis  difeafej  if  the  menfes  do.  not  dow  freely.* 

The  irnraortal  Hippocrates  obfervesb,  Strumai  fueroi  pra-* 
ctpue  itifejldrey  fa^ius  pueros  grandtufculos  et  adolefcsntes  % 
Viros  nm  admodurn  ;  fenes  veto  nuncjuam^  And  obferves  nearly 
the  fame  in  other  parts  of  his  worksj,  which  feeros  to  be  in  a 
great  meafure  confirmed  by  the  hiftories  related  by  Wifeman. 
But  perhaps  w'e  ought  to  dilFent  a  Httie  from  the  divine  old 
man  wjio  feeins  to  think  that  it  never  happens  in  old  people, 
and  agree  with  Lonimius,  who  obferves  old  people  fometimes^' 
but  rarely,  are  troubled  with  this  difeafe.  And  from  the 
whole  we  may  conclude,  Firfl,  That  there  is  no  flage  of  life 
aitogeth^r  free  from  this  difeafe.  Secondly,  That  h  ade(5ts 
childhood  moll.  Thirdly,  After  childhood,  ftill  the  older 
fliey  grow,  they  are  lefs  obnoxious  to  it,  fu  that  in  old  age 
It  is  feidom  found.  Fourthly,  Infants  newly  born  are  feldonf 
ffrumons,  but  the  nearer  they  approach  to  childhood,  the 
more  obnoxious  they  are  to  this  difeafe. — Altho'  we  have  en¬ 
deavoured  to  provg  in  general  that  children  are  moll  liable  ta' 
this  difeafe.  yet 

Firjiy  F arXicularly.  children  who  have  defeend'e. 

ed from  parents,^  The  children  of  fcrbfulous  parents 

ieldom  mifs  that  difeafe,  as  daily  obfervation  doth  confirm  i 
j^nd  in  this  cafe  the  caufe  of  the  difeafe  feems  to  be  convey¬ 
ed  from  father  to  fon  in  the  firff  rudiments  of  life,  fof 
J^ere  there  feenis  to  be  either  a  bad  conformation  of  the  folids, 
or  a  leaven  in  the  fluids.

iaboured  under  tKefe  difeafes,  are  more  fubjeifi:  to  the  fcrofuia 
than  others,  which  may  probably  be  owing  to  the  weak,  lax, 
delicate  habit  of  bpdy,  which  children  defcended  from  fuch 
parents  generally  have,  and  which  (lax  habit)  pre-dirpoles 
much  to  this  difeafe. 

Qr  thofe'who  abound  %vith  a  pituitous  C achexyd\ 

A  vifcid  pitukous  difpofition  of  the  fluids  difpofcs  much  ro 
this  difeaie,  (as  we  flial!  endeavour  to  explain  afterwards)  and 
as  parents  are  apt  to  beget  children  that  refemble  their  own. 
difpofltion,  as  Hippocrates  obferves,  ex  pituitofo  pituitofus^  et 
ex  bilhfoy  biliojus  oritur j  et  ex  tabidoy  tabidus,  et  ex  licnofoy 
Ifeno/us  ;  For,  adds  he,  Genitura  ab  omnibus  corporis  partfbus 
procedity  a  fanis  fana,  et  a  morbofis  morkzfa'^-  Hence  we  may 
eaflly  conceive  w'by  the  children  of  fuch  fhould  be  iiabie  to 
this  difeafe. 

Such  as  fuck  nurfes  that  have, 

If  the  nurfe  be  fcrofulous,  in  that  cafe  the  child  feldom  fails 
to  catch  the  difeafe,  for  the  milk  being  fo  viiiated.or  impreg* 
nated  with  the  virus  morbi,  that  immediately  the  child’s  juices 
come  to  be  contaminated  ;  and  indeed  in  other  cafes  it  is  fur» 
prifing  what  efFed  the  milk  has  upon  the  young.  For  ’tis  ob- 
ferved  that  a  ewe  lamb,  fuckled’  by  a  goat,  immediately  gets  a 
hairy  fleece  ;  and  many  other  fimilar  inflauces  might  be  pro¬ 
duced  if  it  were  neceffary. 

Qr  zvhofe  milk  is  vifcid  or  acefcenf]  In  thaf 

cafe  generally  acidities  come  to  be  generated  in  the  flomach 
and  coagulation  of  the  milk,  which  afterwards  when  it  defcends 
into  the  duodenum,  cannot  be  fully  and  equably  diflolved  by 
the  bile,  by  reafon  of  its  tenacity,  which  (bile)  at  the  fame 
time  is  rendered  inert  by  reafon  of  the  acidity  F  ;  Hence  the 
chyle  is  not  fully  and  equably  attenuated,  and  hence  obftruc- 
lions  in  the  mefenterie  glands  fpon  follow,  and  alfo  all  the 
juices  of  the  body  come  in  a  little  time  to  be  vitiated  f  efpc« 
dally  in  ihofe  young  children,  the  adion  of  whpfe  jgngs  and 
veiTels  is^  generally  too  weak  to  comminute  and  elaborate  the 
crude,  bad  prepared  chyle  into  blood  of  a  proper  confidence  % 
So  ail  the  humours  of  the  body  thu^  becQming.pituitous,  more 
glands  are  immediately  afFe(:fled.

mold  air  is  too  long  applied  to  the  bumari  body,  it  caufes  a 
relaxation  and  fiaccidiiy  of  all  its  parts'^  i  Hence  the  veflels 
and  lungs,  being  enervated  don’t  ad  fufficiently  upon  the 
crude  aliment  to  afTimulate  it  to  the  due  nature  of  our  hu¬ 
mors  :  The  efFed  of  drong  veilels  and  vifeera  is  to  commi¬ 
nute  and  elaborate  any  crude  aliment  to  the  nature  of  duly 
afUmuIated  humours,  but  their  drength  being  too  much  increa- 
fed,  and  any  accidental  caufe  concurring  at  the  fame  time  that 
renders  the  circulation  quicker  than  ordinary,  there  comes 
then  to  be  a  dronger  adion  and  readion  between  the  folids 
and  iluids  :  Hence  greater  beat  and  a  fudden  diiTipation  of  the 
more  duid  partsf ;  and  in  the  mean  time,  the  fphericai  parti¬ 
cles  of  the  blood  which  before  had  but  a  few  points  of  con- 
tad,  by  the  comprefTioa  have  their  fphericai  figures  changed, 
and  come  to  touch  one  another  in  a  greater  number  of  points  ; 
Hence  their  furface  of  contad  being  increafed,  and  by  their 
own  pladick  nature,  they  cohere  more  drongly  together,  and 
io  form  the  phlegma  phlegmonodes,  or  lentor  calidus,  which 
is  jiid  diametrically  oppofite  to  that  which  is  produced  here  j 
lof  the  crude  aliments  not  being  attenuated  and  elaborated  in 
a  due  manner  by  reafoh  of  the  laxncfs  and  vveaknefs  of  the 
vifeera  and  vefTds,  which  don’t  fufficienily  condenfe  an,d 
mould  the  globules  into  a  fufficient  roundnefs,  folidity  and 
colour  ;  hence  the  blood  degenerating  from  its  due  nature 
becomes  vifeid  and  inert,  and  fo  produces  the  lentor  frigidus  ; 
and  if  blood  is  let  from  thefe  people,  a  very  little  red  blood 
is  found  fwimming  in  a  large  quantity  of  vifeid  glutinous 
ferum  ;  hence  all  excretions  and  fecrctions  arc  interrupted, 
ibc  fun<5fion5  whether  vital,  animator  natural  are  greatly  dif- 
orderedjJ  and  the  humours  incapable  of  pading  ti^rongh  the 
very  fmall  intricate  contorted  velfels  going  to  or  through^ 
the  glands,  by  reafon  of  their  glutinous  tenacity,  but  flick  in 
the  Harrow  paffages.

geltion,  efpccially  to  weak  children T'^^This  vifeid  gluten  ge¬ 
nerated  from  fuch  kinds  of  aliments,  always  makes  its  firft 
appearance  in  the  i^’omach  and  inteltines  ;  hut  further,  thefe 
particles,  which  united,  form  this  glutinous  matter,  being  di¬ 
luted  and  feparated  by  the  bile,  pancreatic  and  inteftinal  juice, 
may  in  a  feparate  Hate  Heal  in,  as  it  were,  into  the  mouths  of 
the  la^eai  and  mefenteric  veins  ;  but  afterwiirds  uniting  a- 
gain  'in  the  ihoiacick  du6t,  or  in  the  great  cavities  of  the 
heart  and  finus  venefi,  and  by  their  union  form  this  preterna¬ 
tural  vifeidity,  which  genera  liy  firH  manifefts  itfeli  in  the 
lungs,  as  the  recent  chyle  has  immediately  to  pafs  through 
the  fmall  ramifications  of  their  vefiels  ;  and  hence  it  is  ob- 
ferved  that  even  the  moH  healthy  perfons,  after  eating  largely 
of  farinaceous  unfermented  aliments,  have  adyfpnasa  for  fomc 
hours  after  upon  the  lead  motion*  ;  but  when  by  the  ad  ion 
of  the  lungs  and  veffels  this  vifeidity  is  attenuated,  then  the 
dyfpnjsa  goes  off,  and  the  perfon  will  be  fit  to  perform  his  u- 
fual  exercife  without  any  uneafinefs  :  But  in  weak  children 
that  are  molt  liable  to  be  hurt  by  thofe  aliments,  the  adtion  of 
whofe  lungs  and  vefiels  is  not  fufiicient  to  attenuate  this  vif- 
cidity,  and  to  form  the  chyle  into  blood  of  a  due  confidence, 
fo  that  their  fluids  come  immediately  to  abound  with  a  vif- 
cuous  difpofition,  and  fo  cannot  pafs  freely  through  the  fmall 
intricate  vedels  that  faiute  the  glands,  but  dick  in  thofe  drait 
padage^ ;  and  hence  it  is  that  we  fee  fo  many  children  of  poor 
people,  v/ho  are  fed  with  thefe  kinds  of  aliments  hurt  by 
them.  To  this  head  alfo  perhaps  we  may  judly  refer  audere, 
unripe  fummer  fruits,  which  have  a  power  of  drawing  the 
lementary  particles  of  our  bodies  nearer  together,  and  giving 
a  greater  ientor  to  the  fluids  :  For  when  tailed,  imme¬ 
diately  the  mouth  will  feel  parched  and  contra<ded,  and  the 
fpittle  inlplilated  ;  but  if  they  are  fwaliowed,  they  will  ope¬ 
rate  in  the  fame  manner  in  the  domach  and  intedines.  And 
we  fee  that  country  boys  who  eat  greedily  of  them,  generally

and  full.']  Children  who  are  indulged  much  in  eating,  and 
at  the  fame  time  are  hridlly  confined,  fo  as  not  to  have  fuffi- 
cient  exercife  to  affift  to  concodt  and  duly  afiimiilate  their  ali¬ 
ments  :  Hence  the  fluids  are. not  elaborated  and  condenfed 
duly  to  repair  the  folidsj^Or  as  Hippocrates  obferyes,  CiSi 
enim  6*  labores  adverfas  Intp'  fe  pofeJiateSy  mntuo  tamen  ad 
'fanhatem  conferenteiy  hahenty  labores  nami^ue  ea  adfutit 
folent  confianerey  Cibi  vero  et  potusy  tjuee  vacuata  funty  re^ 
plere\.  So  they  become  more  and  more  lax  and  weak,  and 
confeqaently  aH  lefs  on  the  fluids  \  hence  they  become  of  a 
yifeid  piiuito.us  nature,  and  fo  unfit  to  fecrete  the  fubtile  li¬ 
quor  of  the  nerves  ;  hence  a  flownefs  to  mufcular  motion^ 
torpor,  dui’nefs  of  the  fenfes,  fieepinefs,  &c.  and  all  th'C 
Tunflions  fail  that  depend  upon  the  morion  of  this  fubtile 
fomewhat.  Hence  they  more  and  more  defirc  refl,  by  which 
their  indifpoiition  is  increafed  ;  and  hence  they  are  rendered 
liable  to  the  fcrofula  and  many  other  difeafes. 

ISfor  do  not  life fuficient  exerefef  Exercife 

increafes  the  motion  of  the  venal  blood  towards  the  heart,  and 
fo  ftimuUtes  it  to  frequenter  and  flronger  contradions,  and 
when  the  aorta  is  diliended  by  the  blood  repelled  from  the 
heart,  the  fmail  veilels  are  comprefled,  whereof  its  coats  are 
compofed  ;  and  fo  being  every  moment  thus  compreffed,  they 
begin  by  degrees  to  lofe  their  liquids  for  want  of  fulgcient 
',tim€  far  their  influx  into  them.  By  this  means  their  fides 
grow  together,  and  they  become  a  membrane  thicker  and 
llronger  :  And  the  fame  thing  happening  aifo  itj  all  the  lar¬ 
ger  veiFeis,  their  flrength  will  be  increafed  \  hepce  the  whole 
.veflc'is  and  vifcera  being  ftrengthened,  the  aliments  are  fully 
and  foon  conco<^led  and  aflimujated,  which  ia  Itill  further  pro¬ 
moted  by  the  Ibrong  and  quick  refpiratioH  that  exercife  necef- 
farily  occaiions  :  hence  the  particles  which  are  applied  |o  the

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fides  of  the  velTels  to  repair  thofe  which  were  worO  oiF  by 
She  a(Jlipns  of  health  come  to  be  denfer  and  more  folid,  and 
are  at  the  fame  time  ftrongIy'’pre(red  and  united  to  the  fides 
of  the  veflels  to  repair  and  fill  up  the  places  that  were  worri 
off;  and  the  (tronger  the  prefFure  is,  the  firmer  is  the  (frac¬ 
ture  of  the  fibre  thereby  made  or  repaired.  Now  the  fame 
power  that  joins  the  elementary  particles  of  the  fibres  toge* 
fher,  preffes  the  fibres  which  are  compofed  of  them  thus  uni¬ 
ted,  more  ftrongiy  towards  each  other,  and  makes  their  cohe- 
fion  the  greater,;  hence  in  general  we  may  underffand  the 
great  effefls  that  exercife  has  in  ftrenglhening  the  body,  and 
confecjuently  of  promoting  conco6tion  and  a  due  nutrition, 
which  good  effedfs  feera  to  have  been  well  known  to  the  wife 
ancients,  as  we  find  there  was  a  kind  of  law  among  the  Per- 
fians  that  they  fhould  never  eat  but  after  exercife^'.  And  we 
firid  iikewife  with  a  view  to  ftrengthen  their  youth,  the  Ro¬ 
mans  appointed  rewards  for  thofe  who  excelled  in  the  Campus 
Martius,  that  by  this  means  their  bodies  might  be  hardened  for 
martial  toil  ;  for  fo  great  is  the  efFe(ft  of  exercife  in  Itrength- 
ening  the  body,  that  the  excellent  phyfician  Van  Sweiten  ob“ 
ferves,  Duni  hint  eifdem  parentibiis  orti  fratres  vario  utuntur 
•oitus  getter darn  unus  faptentiiC  Jludia  e^colens  /edentariam 
deglt  vitarn^  alter  venatu^  eejuitathne^  hellicis  laboribtu  corpus 
firmaty  quanta  in  corports  robore  efl  differentia  /  prior  debllis 
ptiellct  inffar  lahili  valetudine  fruttitVy  alter ^  firmato per  lahoref 
corpore,  Herculeo  fere  robore  gaud ete  Hence  we  may  fee  how 
ill  thefe  parents  judge  it,  who  do  not  allow  their  children 
j^ffident  exercife  in  order  to  carry  on  concodion,  aflimiila- 
tion,  nutrition, &c.  And  hence  we  may  eafijy  underffand  how 
t^ey  are  rendered  liable  to  theferofula  and  many  other  maladies,^ 
But  then  indeed  exercife  fhould  not  be  carried  to  too  great  a 
height  in  young  people,  otherwife  the  body  will  be  liabl« 
to  difeafes  from  an  oppofite  caufe,  viz,  from  too  great  a 
rigidity  of  the  folids,  and  have  old  age  brought  on  before  its 
time.  A  proper  medium  is  therefore  bed,  viz-  to  exercife  the 
body  fufficicntly  to  prevent  any  crudities  from  gathering,  but 
hot  to  ufe  it  fo  as  to  diffipate  thefe  which  are  already  con- 
coded  and  perfedly  elaboratedf .

great  effects  that  the  cold  bath  hath  in  bracing  up  anc  (Irength- 
ening  the  folids,  and  attenuating  the  fluids,  &c,  are  well  known 
to  every  body  ;  And  we  fee  it  often  produce  divine  efFed:s  in 
ftrengtheriing  the  bodies  of  w&ak  lax  children  :  And  ’tis  ob- 
fervable  that  the  Scots  Highlanders  who  dip  their  children  in 
cold  water  betimes,  almoli  from  their  very  birth,  and  at  the 
fame  time  ufe  them  to  fufficient  ekercife,  that  they  feldom  la¬ 
bour  under  any  chronic  difeafe  from  a  weaknefs  of  the  fplids, 
and  vifeidity  or  waterinefs  of  the  fluids  ;  but  on  the  other 
hand,  they  generally  become  flrong  and  agile,  and  commonly 
remain  fb  the  greateft  part  of  their  lives  after§  ;  Hence  we 
fnay  underhand  the  great  ufe  of  dipping  young  children  in 
cold  water,  efpecially  thofe  of  a  lax  habit  of  body,  both  in 
preventing  the  fcrofula,  and  many  other  difeafes. 

Nor  inured  to  bear  the  changes  of  the  air., 

Ahho’  i«  general,  a  pure,  ferene,  dry  and  temperate 
air  is  moft  healthy*  both  for  children  and  adults,  yet  if  any 
perfbn  is  ufed  continually  to  live  in  fuch  an  air,  he  cannot 
bear  the  leaft  change  without  being  indifpofed  ;  and  if  another 
is  accuftomed  to  live  always  in  a  warm  air,  he  cannot  bear  a 
ruder  blah  without  indifpofitiont .  But  as  men  are  liable  to 
changes,  they  ought  gradually  to  accuhom  themfelves  to' 
themj.  Dum  daro  labore  vlBum  ftbi  6*  Juts  cornparat  rujli* 
€us^  quamfirma  hahet  omnia^  quam  robufta!  Omstes  aeris  inju- 
r  'tap  fpernity  durifmios  vorans  cibos^  digerit  perfeSiifmel  : 
Otto  <b  lu:<u  perditus  homo  quam  delilis^  quam  mif ere  vivit ! 
Minhnam-a^ris  ambient  is  mutationem  fentit  ilico^  :  Hence  we 
may  underhand  how  necefTary  it  is  for  health  to  be  inured 
gradually  to  changes  ;  and  of  what  ufe  it  may  be  both  in 
preventing  the  fcrofula  and  many  other  difeafes.

acrinionions,  {linuilaiing,  penetrating,  dilTolving,  deterging, 
faponaceous  liquor,  which  is  fo  neceil'ary  to  chylification,  by 
dilfolving  and  attenuating  whatever  is  glutinous  or  vifeid  in 
the  chyle,  after  it  comes  from  the  flomach,  and  difpofing  it 
to  an  unifofm  mixture,  may  be  juflly  called,  Jaintor  pri?nrs 
vice;  but  when  it  is  become  inert,  and  does  not  difeharge 
its  ofRco  in  a  due  manner,  then  the  chyle  is  not  rightly  pre¬ 
pared  but  becomes  glutinous:  And,  as  Hippocrates  obferves, 
a  defed  in  the  digeition  of  the  firil:  palHges  cannot  be  repaired 
in  the  red ;  fb  the  chyle  being  vitiated,  the  mefenteric  glands 
generally  come  foon  to  be  obllrinded,  and  at  laft  the  whole 
mafs  of  fluids  is  rendered  peccant  ;  hence  we  may  eafily  and 
risturally  account  for  the  fcrofula  affeiJIing  fuch.  And  it  has 
farther  been  obferved,  which  Teems  (till  more  to  confirm  the 
above,  that  dogs,  who  have  had  their  pancreas  cut  our,  come 
ofien  immediately  to  be  affedled  wiih  ferumous  glands,*  which 
feeins  to  be  from  the  want  of  the  pancreatic  juice  to  dilute 
the  bile,  and  make  it  mix  more  intimately  with  the  chyle,  ia 
order  to  dilfolve  it  more  fully  and  equally. 

Sthly,  Thofe  vj.ho  have  undergone  preceding 

d}fti.ps\  fuch  as  fevers,  Catarrhs,  VVifeman  and  o- 

thers^'f  obferve,  that  the  fcrofula  fome  times  fuccceds  rhefe 
difoiders;  and,  in  this  cafe,  it  feems  to  be  from  a  tranOation 
of  the  morbid  matter  upon  the  glands  :  And,  he  further  ob¬ 
ferves,  that  this  difeafe  arifes,  at  times,  from  all  thefe  exter¬ 
nal  acTidents  mentioned  in  the  text,  of  which  he  relates  fome 
■nflafices,  but  at  the  fame  rime  obferves,  that  they  always 
fuppofc  a  predifpofiticn  in  the  habit  towards  the  difeafe.

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And,  befides  thofe  mentioned  in  the  text,  other  caufes  cf 
glandular  tumors  are  not  unfrequent  in  the  paronychia  ;  for, 
inftance,  tumours  in  the  axillary  glands  often  arlfe  :  ^  An<i 
in  difeal’es  of  the  legs  and  thighs,  the  glands  of  the  groin 
have  often  been  obferved  to  fwell;  -h  and,  in  white  iwel- 
lings  of  the  knee,  the  inguinal  glands  have  often  alfo  been 
obferved  to  be  tumified.  J 

And  an  extravafation  of  blood  has  been  obferved  to  occa- 
fion  tumors  in  the  neighbouring  glands. §  And  the  glands  of 
the  neck  of  women  have  fomctimes  been  obferved  to  be  a-ffeifled 
after  hard  labour  in  childbirth  :  j|  Alfo,  after  violent  pains 
of  the  teeth,  and  in  the  breads  of  v/omen-  the  axillary  and 
parotid  glands  have  been  obferved  to  be  atfeded,  **  moll:  of 
which  tumors  feem  to  be  from  an  abforption  by  the  lympha¬ 
tics,  or  from  the  fympathy  of  the  parts.

Almoft  all  pbyficians,  both  antient  and  modern,  look  upon 
the  proximate  caufe  of  the  fcrofula  to  be  an  obftru<51:ion,  oc- 
cahoned’  from  an  inert,  vifeid,  pituitous  matter.^  Si  vero 
pitiiitofa  et  inulta  ac  lenta  fuerit  fiuxh  (fays  Hippocrates) 
etiavific  inflammatur  :  Sed  injiammatio  ah  jiabllitate  humoris 
firu77ias  gemrat*  And,  in  another  place,  he  fays,  Quod  Ji 
pitiiitofa^  copiofa  ac  lenta  jiuxio  fuerit y  fic  etiam  inflammation 
nem  co?icipity  ex  qua  cum  humor  Jit  fabilisy  firu77ia  gener ant ur ; 

peft??ii  colli  7norbi  numerantur\,  Glandularummorbis  ffays 
Galen)  qiioque-  Jiruma  efly  non  ex  callida  materia y,  neque  ad 
fuppurathnefn  properanie\  fed  ex  pltuitofiorey  et  frigidiore

Many  others  §  might  be  quoted  to  (hew,  that  the  antients 
were  aimoil  all  of  this  opinion,  as  is  alfo  the  greateft  part 
of  the  moderns;  but  fome  of  the  moderns,  ’tis  true,  affign 
another  caufe  for  this  difeafe,  and  fay,  it  is  owing  to  a  par¬ 
ticular  acidity  of  the  ferurn  of  the  blood,  which,  wherever 
it  lights  upon,  coagulates  and  hardens,  jj 

But,  as  the  ingenious  Dr  Home  obferves,  this  cannot  be 
the  cafe*  becaufe  neither  the  tafte  nor  chymical  experiments

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fhew  any  acidhy  in  the  ferum  or  tumor :  *  And,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  is  oblerved,  th.it  acids  difcufs  thefe  tumors. 
Others  think  that  it  is  occafioned  by  an  acefcent  acrimony  of 
the  ferum  of  the  blood  ;'h  but  if  there  was  any  notable  degree 
of  acrimony  of  any  kind,  that  was  the  occafion  of  the  tu¬ 
mor,  one  would  imagine  that  it  would  much  fooner  inflame, 
and  come  to  fuppuratiqn,  tha,n  it  is  oblerved  generally  to  do. 

This  difeale  is  faid  to  attack  all  the  glands,  but  moli:  fre¬ 
quently  the  conglobate  lymphatic  glands,  which,  in  this  cafe, 
ieems  to  be  from  the  preternatural  vifeidity  of  the  iympli, 
which  cannot  pafs  through  their  narrow  paflages  to  go  on  to 
the  tboracick  dud.t  but  flicking  forms  obflruaions.'  But  this 
dileafe  is  a!fo  obferved  fometimes  to  attack  the  conglomerate 
glands,  fuch  as  the  parotids,  and  other  falival  glands,  &c. 

And,  in  this  cafe,  the  fmall  fecretory  veflels  fee m  to  be 
obftruded  by  the  preternatural  vifeidity  or  pituitous  quality 
of  the  liquor  to  be  fecerned:  How  this  may  happen,  we  may 
eaflly  conceive  ;  for,  in  thefe  fmall  velTels,  the  motion  of  the 
fluids  is  very  flow,  as  therq  is  no  great  propelling  force  todrive 
them  forwards  ;  and  as  the  vefTels  are  very  fmall,  and,  at  the 
fame  time,  wonderfully  convoluted  and  contorted  among 
themfeives,  hence  the  vifeid  inert  liquor  flagnates  and  forms 
obflruclions.  Hence,  can  we  account  why  fcrofulous  patients 
often  do  not  falivate,  though  they  take  large  quantities  of 
mercury  ?  Is  this  dileafe  ever  occaiioned  by  an  obflrudlion 
of  the  follicle  of  a  conglomerate  gland  itfelf?  Or  if  it  is 
denied  there  is  a  follicle,  will  an  obflrudtion  of  the  common 
excretory  duc^  by  a  pituitous  inert  matter  produce  the  difi- 
eafe  ?  Or,  in  Tome  cafes,  are  both  the  excretory  dud,  ancj 
the  fmall  fecretory Jaranches  which  convey  the  juice  to  it  ob- 
flrucfled  ?  In  what  does  this  dlfeafe  difler  from  a  Scliinus  ? 
Why  does  this  difeafe  come  to  a  kind  of  fuppuration,  and 
the  other  never  I  Is  it  owing  to  their  different  feats  ?  or  is 
it  owing  ta  the  different  nature  of  the  obftrudling  matter,^ 
put  we  have  alfo  obferved,  (fed.  II.)  that  this  difeafe  had

In  cafe  of  acidities  previ^iling  very  much  in  the  prima  vids ,  may  coagu¬ 
lations  of  the  chyle  be  induced,  fo  as  to  occafion  obftruflions  in  the  me- 
fenteric  glands?  But  then  this  acidity  ceitainly  do5S  not  prevail  any  further, 
as  to  produce  coagulums.

The  future  difeaie  is  fortold  by  a  fingu^ 
lar  anomalous  pain  of  the  belly,  re¬ 
turning  without  any  manifeft  caufe,  and  not 
yielding  to  common  remedies ;  An  inflation 
of  the  face  and  neck,  with  a  remarkable  rofy 
colour.^  Immediately  after,  fmall  *  hardiflt, 
fmooth,  f  indolent  tumors,  are  obferved  a- 
bout  the  fauces  or  neck.— Although,  in  the 
beginning,  they  are  commonly  fmall  and 
moveable,  and  of  the  fame  colour  with  the 
fkin  ;  I  yet  they  Increafe  by  degrees  and  ad¬ 
here  to  the  neighbouring  parts,  and  come  alfb 
to  be  propagated  in  other  glands;  and  to  hurt 
the  funftions  of  the  flrumous  part,  and  thofe 
that  lie  near  it.— If  the  difeale  arofe  from  an 
external  caufe,  then  the  part  firft  hurt  fwclls; 
But  when  the  difeafe  runs  its  full  courfe,  the 
fucceeding  fymptoms  appear  in  the  following 
manner,  whether  the  difeafe  arofe  from  an 
external  or  internal  caufe,  viz.  there  follows

‘it  has  continued  fome  weeks  or  rather  months^ 
— The  fuppuration  is  feldom  perfeft,  for  tlie 
matter  that  is  evacuated  is  neither  of  a  due 
colour  or  confidence ;  for  fome'  times  it  is 
difeharged  white,  thick,  fatty  and  purulent  j 
and,  at  other  times,  famous  and  thin,  with  fi¬ 
brous  fragments  of  veflels  fwimming  in  it,  and 
very  much  refembling  the  wafhings  of  flefh, 
is  difeharged  at  firft  ;  and  afterwards,  a  kind 
of  thick  coagulated  matter  is  preffed  out  re¬ 
fembling  curd  of  milk  in  a  great  meafure,  &c. 
— I'he  teguments  about  the  orifice,  being  as 
it  w'ere  mortified,  fail  off  by  degrees ;  then 
there  appears  a  fqualid  ulcer  with  hard  tumid 
lips,  throwing  out  fuppurulent  fibrous  matte?, 
and  yielding  little  or  nothing  to  common  re¬ 
medies. — Hence  follows  fungous  flefh,  with 
a  fruitful  produff  ion  of  fmous  and  fiftulous 
ulcers,  denudation  of  the  mufcles  and  ten¬ 
dons,  anchylofis,  and  caries  of  the  bones; 
and,  perhaps  alfo,  fometimes  the  fpina  ventofa. 
The  blood  being  now  tainted  with  the 

.  morbid 
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morbid  virus,  the  glands  of  the  vifcera,  al- 
moft  every  where,  come  to  be  affected  after 
the  fame  manner ;  Hence  follow  heftic  fer 
ver,  pulmonary  confumption,  dropfy,  colli- 
^quative  diarrhsea  and  fweats,  marafmus,  death. 

- The  bodies,  of  fuch  as  die  of  this  dif- 

eafe  being  opened,  difeover  the  vifcera  flru- 
mous,  particularly  the  mefentery  and  paiw 
creas. 

The  future  difeafe  ts  foretold.^  Befides 

xvhat  is  mentioned  in  the  text,  fome  obferve,  *  that  thofe 
who  have  naturally  (horr  necks,  are  very  much  dlfpofed  to 
have  this  difeafe  there.  Others  remark,  f  that  the  ferofuia 
happens  often  to  children  that  have  deprefl'ed  temples  and 
large  jaw  bones.  Others  obferve,  that  an  univerfai  vivacity 
pf  the  mind,  and  acutenefs  of  the  intelledlual  faculty,  often 
precede  this  difeafe.  J  On  the  other  hand,  it  has  been  ob- 
ferved,  that  ideots  arc  often  alfe(5]:ed  with  it.  §  Although 
fome  of  the  above  obfervations,  I  make  no  doubt,  may  be 
founded  on  nature  ;  yet  they  are  fo  fcldom  to  be  met  with^ 
that  I  did  not  think  fit  to  mention  them  in  the  text.  But  there 
is  one^lymptom  which  generally,  almoft  always,  denotes  a 
fcrofulous  habit,  and  which  ought  not  to  be  forgot,  viz.  a 
foft  indolent  fwelling  of  the  upper  lip. 

yi  fngular  anomalous  pain  of  the  belly.']  This 

fymptom,  which  is  faid  to  be  a  kind  of  harbinger  of  this 
pifeafe,  feems  to  be  owing  to  the  obhrudion  of  the  mefen- 
teric  glands,  which  are  firff  afiedled  (according  to  fome  of 
our  beh  authors}  g  becaufe  the  crude  chyle  firft  arrives  at

yin  inflation  of  the  neck,  n.vith  a' remarkable 

rejy  cilour.^  The  colour  of  the  face  is  obferved  by  feme  to 
be  foftietinies  livid  towards  the  eyes  and  fides  of  the  iiofe, 
while  the  cheeks  are  rofy.^  The  falivary  glands  are  often 
affe6fed  in  this  difeafe,  and  generally  very  loon  after  thefe 
of  the  mefentery,  becaufe  they  are  much  espofed  to  the  cold, 
frequent  moving  and  comprefBon  ;  hence,  they  being  fwelied, 
will  neceffarily  cortiprcfs  the  external  branches  of  the  jugular 
veins,  which  carry  the  blood  from  the  face  ;  and,  at  the 
fame  time,  the  branches  of  the  intern.al  carotids,  being  com- 
prelTed  by  thefe  fwelled  glands,  a  greater  quantity  qf  blood 
will  be  determined  to  the  external  parts  of  the  face  ;  and  the 
vcfTels  of  the  face  being  now  hx  and  weak,  as  well  as  thofe 
of  the  whole  body,  the  red  globules  will  enter  into  the  fmal! 
veffels,  which,  in  a  found  (late,  denies  them  accefs  ;  and  this 
ncceffarily  increales  the  colour  of  the  face.  But  if  the  dif- 
cafe  does  not  attack  the  neck,  this  fymptom  is  not  fo  ob- 
iervable.  And  Galen  feems  to  have  obferved  Tome  thing  of 
this  condition  of  the  face,  when  he  faid  ftrumous  perfons 
■were,  syyom 

Immediately  after,  fnall,  hardijh,  fmooth,  in- 

dolcni  tumours j  The  fcrofulous  tumours  are  feidom 

fo  hard  but  that  they  yield  a  little  when  prelFed  upon,  and  : 
when  the  compreffion  is  taken  off,  recover  their  former  fhapet" 
and  feem  a  little  cladic,  although  there  be  no  pus  in  them.— 
And  this  may  be  called  the  ftate  of  formation. 

The  inert  vlfcid  nature  of  the  obdruding  humor,  together: 
with  the  flow  and  gradual  diflention  of  the  vcflels,  will  ac¬ 
count  very  well  for  the  indolency  of  the  tumor, 

ylltho’  in  the  beginning  they  are  fniall  ana 

ntoveablGy  iocS]  The  mobility  of  the  tumor  at  firfl  with  its 
hardnefs  and  elaflicity  may  ferve  to  diftinguifh  this  difeafi 
from  fome  other  tumors  that  very  much  refemble  them,  fucir 
as  the  ifeatoma  and  meli^  cris,  &c.  For  they  are  generally  no 
fo  moveable,  and  at  the  fame  time  not  fo  firm;  as  not  having  i 
gland  for  their  nucleus.

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But  they  htcreafe  by  degrees  and  adhere  to  the 

neighbouring  parts  y  Some  at  the  beginning  have  obferved 

them  as  Imaii  as  peafe^  from  thence  to  the  fize  of  beans% 
pears^-,  &c.  And  there  are  examples  extant  of  ftrumous  tu¬ 
mors  of  the  thyroid  gland,  v^hich  by  comprefling  the  afpera 
arteria,  have  fuffocated  the  paiientj  :  And  of  tumors  of  this 
kind  oi  the  glands  of  the  cefophagus,  which  totally  Hiut  it  up, 
fp  that  they  died  for  want  of  food.§  I  remember  myfelf  of 
feeing  a  patient  in  the  infirmary  at  Edinburgh  a  few  years  a- 
go,  who  had  an  indurated  tumor  of  the  thyroid  gland,  v/hich 
impeded  refpiration  and  deglutition  very  much.. 

Bhere  follow  wandering  lancinating  pains^

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jpuration  is  partial,  only  one  part  of  the  gland  being  meltccj 
down,  while  the  rell  remains  indurated^  ;  4n,d  always  the 
pus  that  is  evacuated,  is  of  a  bad  .confifience  and  quality  ;  for 
t.wo  eirentiaj  circunifknces  in  the  formation  of  good  pus§  feem, 
to  be  here  wantnig,  viz.  humor  of  a  bland  nature  and  a  fmart 
fever.  But  in  tins  cafe,  the  matter  by  its  long  (lagnation  be* 
ing  very  acrid  by  the  irritation  which  it  otcafions,  raifes  in¬ 
deed  a  imail  degree  of  fever,  win, ch  anifis  in  promoting  a  kind 
of  imperfedt  fuppuration  ;  fp  it  is  not  dilBcult  to  conceive 
bow  the  matter  evacuated  appear  as  defcribed  in  the 

text.

r^aUer  is  prejsd  out  refemhling  curd  of  milk,']  This  coagula¬ 
ted  curd-like  matter,  is  by  home  held  as  the  very  patbogno- 
piic  fign  of  the  difeafe  :  And  it  Teems  probable  that  this  has 
been  the  thing  that  made  many  believe  that  it  was  from  a  co* 
agulum  induced  in  the  fe rum  of  the  blood  by  an  acid  :  But 
this  matter  which  fo  much  refepbles  the  curd  of  milk,  is  no¬ 
thing  elfe  than  fmall  pieces  of  fat  coagulated  in  its  cells,  and 
not  melted  down  or  mixed  with  the  purulent  matter.  This 
is  perhaps  what  /Etius  meant  whep  he  laid,  Sttumas  ejfe  carnes 
faheandidas ,  But  bcudes  the  different  colours  and  confiflen- 
cies  of  the  matter  mentioned  in  the  text,  there  have  been 
Tome  of  fevera!  other  conGhencies  and  qualities  obferved  in 
Brumous  tumors.  K.  G.  Hailer  fiys,  that  he  has  found  air 
;n  a  Brumous  thyroid  gland|  :  And  in  other  Brumous  tumors 
he  has  found  cyBs  of  a  fchirro-cartilaginous  fiibBance*  . 
In  another  plac^  he  further  obferves,  that  the  Brumous  mem¬ 
branes  often  degenerate  into  a  cnuilaginous  naturef  ;  And  h^ 
even  fays  he  iias  feen  bony  fubBances  in  Brumas.  Oftei) 
^'«rd,  terreBrial,  or  lapideous  concretions  arc'  found  in  ftru«= 
pious  tumors-J.  Parsus^,  Gliiroff], -and  others,  have  ob-

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ferved  a  matter  in  thofe  tumors,  which  they  call  gypfiumf. 
And  matter  of  a  lloUy, chalky,  and  Tandy  confidence  has  been 
feen  alfo  by  Haller.  Worms,  or  fome  animals  of  that  kind, 
have  been  found  in  drumous  tumors,  according  to  Glyilon. 

The  teguments  about  the  orifice  being  as  it 

*were  mortified^  The  orifice,  altho’  in  the  beginning  it 

is  generally  fmall,  yet  on  account  of  the  thinnefs  of  the  te¬ 
guments  winch  foon  fall  away,  is  dilated  :  The  tumor  in  the 
mean  time  not  being  fully  fuppurated.  Hence  tlie  cutaneous 
velTels  remain  more  or  lefs  comprelfed,  the  neighbouring  part^ 
are  deprived  of  their  nutritive  juice,  and  the  remaining  lips 
of  the  ulcer,  now  being  expofed  to  the  air,  appear  tumid  and 
dry. 

Hence  jolloxu  fungous  flejhy  nuith  a  frut  tful 

produClion  of  Jinotis  and fiftidons  ulcers j  <6'^.]  As  there  can 
be  no  equable  cornpreffion  made  upon  the  ulcer,  hence  fungous 
fiefh  will  rprout  out  ;  and  the  matter  becoming  now  more  a- 
crimonious  by  being  expos’d  to  the  air  and  infinuating  ilftlf 
into  the  cellular  membrane  every  where,  forms  finous  ulcers; 
hence  the  mufcies  and  tendons  are  denudated  and  eroded,  and 
the  bones  often  themfclves  rendered  carious. 

Hnd perhaps  alfo  fometimes  the  fpina  ventofaA 

As  it  is  obferved  that  moff  frequently  in  this  difeafc  the  blood 
is  vifcid  and  pituitous,  fo  confequently  are  ail  the  liquors 
which  are  fecerned  from  if.  Hence  we  may  eafily  conceive 
how  it  is  poffible  that  an  obltruflion  may  be  formed  in  the 
extremities  of  the  fmall  veifels  that  fecern  the  marrow  from 
the  blood,  or  if  the  marrow  is  fo  vifcid  that  it  llagnates  in 
its  cells  ;  or  obflruds  the  fmall  canals  that  carry  'it  out  of 
thefe,  to  difcharge  the  ufes  appointed  it  by  nature  ;  hence  by 
its  ffagnation  in  any  of  thole  places  it  becomes  acrid  ;  and 
hence  follow  inflammation  and  fuppuraiion  of  the  veiiclcs 
or  veffels,  and  a  caries  of  the  bone*.  Merito  dixit  celem-

(lance.;  but,  as  we  obferved  before  (fed:.  6.)  pus,  of  that 
kind,  is  feldom  or  never  found  in  ftrumous  tumors;  and  it 
now  being,  by  its  long  (lay  in  thefe  tumors,  rendered  acrid, 
by  reaion  of  the  warmnefs  of  the  place,  and  (till  more,  by 
its  being  even,  perhaps,  expofed  to  the  air  in  fome  places: 
hence  it  being  rendered  very  thin,  acrid  and  putrid,  which 
entering  the  blood,  difTolves  and  breaks  it  down,  and  renders 
it  alfo  ((ill  more  and  more  acrid  and  putrefeent  ;  hence  the

When 
this  difeafe  happens  after  a  fever,  fmalK  pox,  or  in  the  venereal  difeafe  or  feur- 
vy,  or  from  external  injuries,  &c.  the  pain  in  the  bone  is  more  acute,  and 
the  difeafe  proceeds  more  quickly* 
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heart  and  arteries  being  irritated  produce  the  fever ;  ^vhicli 
being  once  produced  (erves  itieU  ajfo  to  atunuatCj  relolve, 
and  render  the  blood  (iiil  more  alcaleicent. 

‘pulmonary  Conjimption.^  "1  he  glands  of 

the  vifeeraare  often  alTedcd^  particularly  thoie  ol  tre  lungs  ot 
the  conglobate  lymphatic  kind. of  v/hich  there  are  a  great  num¬ 
ber  about  that  vilcus,  which  commonly  make  their  appearance 
very  plainly,  when  the  bodies  of  ihofc  who  die  ot  this  dileafe 
come  to  be  differed.  And  theff^  glands  coming  to  fnppura- 
tion  in  the  lungs,  produce  this  fcr'ofulous  Ipecies  of  phthifis, 
in  which  it  is  obferved  that  the  patient  generally  is  affeded  at 
firft  v/ith  a  difficulty  of  breathing  &Cr  And  after, ^when  the 
fuppurations  are  come  on,  which  are  generally  but  (mall,  and 
in  many  different  places,  that  then  they  don’t  tiirow  up  much 
pus,— Before  I  leave  this  Bage  of  the  difeafe,  I  cannot  help 
pointing  out  one  milbke,  which  a  number  pf  authors  leem  to 
have  fallen  into,  which  is,  that  they  affert  that  mod:  of  the 
confumptions  drat  liappen,  particularly  in  Britain  are  from  a 
fcrofulous  caufe  :  But  this  miflake  feems  to  have  taken  its 
rife  thus,  in  Britait|f,  efpecially  the  northern  parts,  his  obferved 
that  pulmonary  cpiifuniptions  often  take  their  rife  from  ca¬ 
tarrhs  in  which  (patarrhs)  the  glands  of  the  lungs  come  oricii 
to  be  infarcted  wdth  an  indolent  rnaiter,  and  a  fuppuratiou 
fometimes  coming  on  round  thefe  infardled  glands,  they  are 
loofened  and  fpit  up  under  the  nam^  of  tubercles,  fome  of 
which  have  been  obferved  to  be  even  of  a  fh  ny  harcinefs  ; 
and  thefe  they  reckon  ftrumous  affedlions  of  the  giancls.  But 
all  indolent  tumors  or  infardions  of  the  glands  are  not  (Iru- 
mous. 

Dropjyh]  The  blood  being  very  much 

broken  down,  and  even  almofi;  rendered  of  a  watery  thinnefs, 
deferts  the  larger  veffels,  and  is  accumulated  cither  in  the 
cellular  membrane,  particularly  about  the  lower  extremities  ; 
or  in  the  larger  cavities  of  the  body  ;  efpecially  if  the  colli¬ 
quative  fweats,  or  diarrhsea  have  been  flopped. 

And  befides  it  has  been  obferved  that  a  fehirrus,  or  even 
any  indurated  tumors  of  the  vifeera  will  often  even  of  them- 
felves  produce  a  dropfy,  B

blood  being  now  rendered  thin  and  acrid,  by  reafon  of  the 
abforption  of  the  morbid  matter,  bcxomes  very  noxious  to 
the  whole  body,  and  after  the  perfon  is  warm  in  bed,  nature^ 
being  then  affified,  throws  off  the  irritating  load  by  piofufe 
fweats  :  The  blood  being  thus  in  fome  mealure  dcfaecated,  the 
patient  finds  himfeif  more  eafy,  till  a  new  quantity  of  the 
morbid  matter  being  abforbed  occafions  a  new  paroxyfm  ;  and 
the  fccne  being  daily  played  over  and  over,  his  no  wonder,  if 

the  patient’s  Ifrength  beebmes  more  and  more  impaired: - - 

And  if  thcfe  fweats  are  any  way  flopped,  the  humors  are 
frequently  thrown  off' by  the  intefiines,  occafioning  a  violent 
diarrbaea. 

Marafnus^  Death,']  The  whole  human 

machine  being  now  greatly  difordered  by  reafon  of  theunfit- 
iiefs  of  the  blood  to  nourifhit,  the  feverifh  paroxyfnis  becom¬ 
ing  dally  more  violent,  and  the  colliquative  evacuations  flill 
more  and  more  profufe;  his  no  wonder  if  at  laft  the  body 
appears  dry  and  extenuated,  and  nothing  remains  (according 
to  the  common  faying)  but  fkin  and  bone. 

The  heart  as  well  as  all  the  other  mufcles  of  the  body  being 
now  greatly  debilitated,  and  that  fubtile  liquor  fecerned  in  the 
brain,  which  is  fo  neceffary  for  mufcular  motion,  being  now 
alfo  peccant,  or  perhaps  altogether  deficient ;  the  motion  of 
the  heart  ceafes,  Sic placida  mors  tandem  trageediam  claudit,

every  fibre  of  it  when  irritated  or  ftimulated,  endeavours  to  throw  off  the 
offending  caufe.  See  this  finely  illulfratcd  in  a  number  of  elegant  experi¬ 
ments  by  the  very  learned  and  juftly  ce’ebrated  Do<5tor  Whytt,  in  his  elfay 
on  the  vital  and  other  involuntary  motions.

WE  obferved  before  (11.  §.)  that  the  dif* 
eafe  was  fbmetimes  feated  in  the  cel¬ 
lular  membrane;  in  this  cafe  the  ruddinefs  of 
the  face  is  not  fo  obfervable,  and  the  tumor  is 
generally  immovable  even  from  the  very  be¬ 
ginning. — ? 


This  fpecies  of  the  difeafe  Is  not  very  eaflly  fomeUnies  dif- 
tlnguifhed  from  the  white  fwelling  of  the  joint,  but  'tis  ob^ 
ferved  that  the  white  fwelling  is  attended  generally  with  a 
greater  degree  of  pain  than  the  fcrofula,  and  alfo  comes  on 
more  flowly,  and  mod:  frequently  feizes  the  joint  of  the  knee, 
whereas  the  other  often  fixes  upon  the  elbow  ;  however  it  mufi 
be  confelfed  that  it  (white  fwelling)  commonly  feizes  upon 
thofe  of  a  {Irumous  habit. 


The  mobility  of  that  fpecies  of  the.  fcrofula  which  afFeds 
the  glands,  together  with  the  immobility  of  that  which  feizes 
on  the  cellular  membrane,  feems  to  have  been  obfei  ved  by 
Julius,  for  when  fpeaking  of  this  difeafe,  he  E/evate 
oul dsvt  J cictle  huCy  is illuG  viovcntiiv  \  iitjSvtQ  vero,  cid  coutacdutf^ 
renituniur.

idlj^  By  emetics?^  Blooding  is  mentioned 

by  fome  good  authors  ^  as  an  evacuation  proper  in  this  dif- 
eafe,  but  I  imagine  there  arc  few  cafe.s  in  which  it  can  be 
ferviceable ;  as  the  difeafe  in  general  feems  to  owe  its  rife  to 
a  laxity  of  the  folids  and  lentor  of  the  fluids  :  Hence  a-s 
blooding  always  weakens  the  vis  viire,  fo  it  will  confequently 
increafe  the  weaknefs. — ^But  however  his  not  to  be  difpured 
but  there  may  occur  fome  accidental  cafes  of  this  difeafe, 
where  V.  S.  may  be  of  fervice.  V.  G.  if  the  patient  Is 
plethoric,  and  the  difeafe  arofe  from  an  external  caufe.  But 
emetics  are  of  the  grcatefl  fervice  here,  for  by  the  agitation 
they  give  to  the  body,  and  the  temporary  fever  they  excite, 
they  are  of  great  ufe  in  attenuating  any  vifeidity,  opening 
flight  obflrudions  f,  and  in  flrengthning  the  folids  ;  hence 
they  are  found  by  experience  to  be  of  very  great  ufe,  when 
given  frequently  in  the  cure  of  this  difeafe,  and  fuch  ought  to 
be  chofen  which  not  only  evacune  the  pituitous  colluvies, 
but  at  the  fame  time  alfo  by  a  gentle  flimulus  flrengihen  the 
prhna  fuch  z%Tinft,  Ipecac.  Oxysnel.  Scillit.  Viitiol  alit^ 
Sal.  Vitriol,  a  flrong  infufion  of  Catnom.  or  Card.  Bened.  See. 
And  perhaps  fomeof  thefe  might  anfweras  well  given  in  very 
fmall  doles  and  often  repeated  by  way  of  alteratives.

purging  with  (irong  hydragogue  purges  in  this  difcafe,  is 
found  by  experience  to  weaken  the  patient,  and  fo  confc' 
quenily  to  ftrengthen  tiie  malady  ;  for  they  all  melt  down 
the  fluids,  and  give  too  ftrong  a  fiimulus  to  the  feeble  con- 
flitution,  and  leave  always  a  weakncfs  behind  them.  Upon 
which  account  I  know  a  celebrated  proFefror  of  the  greatcll 
experience,  (who  is  jiiflly  advanced  to  the  highcfl:  degree 
of  honour  in  the  medical  art)  that  for  many  years  pah  has  laid 
afidc  the  too  common  method  of  frequent  flrong  purging  in  this 
difeafe,  and  Das  only  endeavoured  to  keep  the  belly  Jax,  by 
giving  ^ihem  fmaii  dofes  of  the  Puiv.  vel  Tina.  Rhm/EliL 
Sacr,  I  ina,^  ^acr.  or  P>fuf*  Ainar,  cum  Sennay  with 
fonjetimes  giving  them  a  few  grsins  of  Merc,  D*  over  night, 
and  purging  if  off  with  fome  of  tlie  above,  repeating  the  Merc, 
now  and  then  as  the  cafe  fecmecl  to  require  ;  and  this  method 
has  been  found,  as  might  reafonably  be  expelled,  to  anivver  a 
great  deal  better  than  by  giving  flrong  purges. 

3dly,  1  wo  chief  indications  in  the  cure  of  this  difeafe,  and 
which  the  phyfician  ought  always  to  have  in  view,  are  to 
ffrtmgthen  tire  lolids,  and  rcfolveand  attenuate  the  fluids  ;  for 
anfwering  thefe  intentions,  native  and  ficlitioiis  foapshave 
been  greatly  recommended,  and  thofe  of  the  fiditious  kind, 
which  have  been  found  of  the  greatcfl  ufe  here,  are  fuch 
as  are  made  of  caufiic  alcali  and  oil,  which  blunts  the  corro- 
five  fiery  nature  of  the  alcali  ;  and  fo  it  becomes  a  very  de- 
terging,  attenuating,  flimulating,  and  deobflriuting  medicine, 
which  has  been  found  to  be  of  great  ufe,  by  its  attenuating 
the  vilcid  Icnior,  lO  notable  in  this  difeafe,  and  in  preventing 
the  acidities  in  the  prtjucc  vice,  which  very  often  accompany 
this  diforder.

the  molt  of  them  atfl,  feems  to  be  by  their  rigidity  and  fi¬ 
gure  ;  for  when  the  fliarp  fubtile  fpkula,  which  are  contained 
in  the  falts  or  oils  of  thele  medicines,  flrike  againfl:  the  fide»s 
of  the  h  <?art  and  arteries,  they  are  flimulated  into  frequenter 
and  Itronger  contratflions  ;  hence,  from  what  was  faid  in 
(fe<5t.  III.  N®  5)  may  we  not  underftand  how  they  contribute 
to  (Irengthen  the  folids  ?  -  nd  further,  by  the  attenuating 

alcaline  falts,  w'hich  they  contain,  they  ferve  very  well  to  re- 
folve  the  vifcid  humors  ;  but  this  they  do  flill  moll:  power¬ 
ful }}%  by  their  increafing  the  adion  of  the  folids  upon  the 
fluids,  by  which  the  vifcid  lentor  is  very  effedually  broke 
down,  and  the  blood  duly  condenfed  into  a  proper  confiftence.

is  to  be  ufed  with  caution,  as  by  its  altringency,  Itrongly 
contra(5ting  the  veflels,  it  will  be  apt  to  render  the  obltrudtions 
more  fixed  :  However,  fome  are  of  opinion,  that,  in  fomc 
cafes,  the  cortex  may  be  of  ufe,  by  giving  the  glands  a  Iprin- 
ginefs,  enabling  them  to  throw  off  the  inert  matter  that  ob*^ 
llru^ls  them;  but,  however,  it  is  certain,  that  it  is  of  the 
greatefl:  ufe  to  llrengthen  the  body  when  given,  after  all  ob- 
itrudtions  are  removed. — By  fome,  of  late,  the  ufe  of  this 
medicine  is  highly  recommended;  but,  for  my  part,  I  muff 
own,  I  have  not  had  fufiicient  experience  of  its  effetfls  in  this 
difeafe,  to  determine  any  thing  certain  on  the  matter. 

yllcaline  Salts,'\  I  hefe,  elpecially  the  fixed, 

by  their  Bimulns,  increafe  the  attrition  of  the  folids  and 
fluids,  which,  as  we  have  obferved,  attenuate  very  powerfully, 
and  alfo,  at  the  fame  time,  infinuate  themfelvcs  between  the 
concreted  particles  ;  and,  dividing  them,  render  them  more 
fluid  ;  and  likewife,  promote  a  free  diieharge  of  urine  *  ; 
fo  are  obferved  to  be  of  great  fervice  in  this  difeafe.  The 
chief  of  thefe  medicines  are  the  Sal.  Ahji?ith.  Succin,  Viper ^ 
Milliped.  ^c.  And,  to  this  head,  perhaps,  we  may  add  the 
burnt  fpiinge,  f  which  feems  to  be  nothing  but  an  alkali,  as 
xh^JEthiop,  vegetab,  is  aifo. — Here  too,  perhaps,  we  might, 
with  advantage  give  neutral  falts,  if  their  effect  of  debilitating 
the  folids  was  taken  off,  by  adding  a  quantity  of  an  alcali  ; 
as,  for  inftance,  Sp,  Minder »  with  a  little  SaL  C,  C,  Tart, 
iartarizat,  Sal,  polychr,  or  Tart,  regenerat,  with  Sal,

yllterative  mere,  preparations Mercury, 

.  with  its  ppts.  cautioufiy  ufed,  has  had  good  fuccefs  in  this 
difeafe,  as  it  diffoives  or  breaks  down  the  fluids,  and 
opens  obftru6t(ons  powerfully  ;  but,  if  given,  in  large  quan? 
thies,  it  weakens  the  folids,  and  melts  down  the  fluids  too 
much,  and,  in  this  cafe,  often  produces  bad  cffe<51:s  ;  But,  as 
mercury,  when  given  fiowly,  may  be  very  eafily  (as  I  have 
often  feen)  determined  to  the  upnary  paffages,  by  giving

However,  it  mult  be 
oblerved,  that,  in  giving  any  mercurial  preparation,  there  is 
the  greatelt  caution  to  be  ufed,  as  fome  patients  (tho’  per- 
jiaps  few  I’crofulous)  have  a  falivation  broughi  on,  by  the  ufe 
only  of  a  few  grains  of  it,  while  others  have  violent  gripes, 
purgings,  &c.  And  if  the  difeafe  is  of  long  ftanding,  the 
flrengtii  much  impaiied,  and  the  viicera  pretty  much  affefled, 
in  thar  cale  mercury  fJdom  has  a  good  efiedf.  The  pre-- 
parations  of  this  medicine,  of  the  greatefl  efteem,  are  the 
PUL  rnenur ,  Pi!,  athiep.  SLt^'iop,  mineral,  Pil,  Phnnviery  i^c, 

Slcel.^  Steel  by  its  coroborating  and  ape- 

'  rient  qualities,  Teems  to  promife  fair,  if  rightly  managed,  to 
be  of  confiderabie  ufe  in  this  difeafe;  but  it  mufi;  be  cau- 
tioufly  gone  about,  and  not  given  till  all  obllrudfions  are, 
ill  a  great  mcafurc,  removed,  oiherwife  it  may  be  in  danger, 
by  its  aitringency,  of  fixing  them  worfe.

in  fome  cafes,  it  has  been  of  ufe.  And  the  fulphureous  mineral 
waters  are  obferved  to  anfwer  extremely  well  in  this  difeafe; 
luch  as  Moffat  waters,  which  are  a  vol.  fulph.  faline  water. f 

yinthmny  and  its  ppts.'\  Crude  anti¬ 

mony,  very  finely  powdered,  and  given  in  fmall  dofes, 

has

Vifi.  bened,  is,  perhaps,  one  of  the  bell  in  this  difeale,  as  it 
is  a  very  fubtile,  penetrating,  refolving  medicine,  and  found, 
by  repeated  experience,  to  anfwer  valily  well  in  this  cafe, 
given  in  Imall  doles,  as  an  alterative;  and,  it  is  obfervable, 
that  the  croc.  metaL  from  which  it  is  made,  loles  none  or 
next  to  none  of  its  weiglu  ;  and,  that  the  fame  crocus  will 
afford  ft^veral  infulions  equally  good,  hence  ’tis  only  the  moll 
fubtiie  parts  of  the  antimony  that  it  takes  up  ;  and,  fome  are 
of  opinion,  that  it  is  ahogeilur  owing  to  the  acid  in  the 
wine  that  dilTolves  fome  of  the  reguline  parts  of  the  antimony  ; 
and,  in  this  way/  they  account  why  the  antimony  fometimes 
proves  an  emetic,  when  it  is  given  in  fubltance,  viz.  by 
meeting  with  an  acid  in  the  liomach.  The  fnlphur  aurat. 
anttm.  and  the  aniim,  diaph,  is  ailu,  by  fome,  much  cried  up 
in  this  difeafe, 

Aq.  cakis  ]  As  lime  water  is  diluent,  de- 

tergent,  refolvent,  and  diuretic,  f  fo  it  is  found  to  be  of 
very  great  ule  in  this  difeafe  :  for  it  feems  fully  to  anfwer  all 
the  intentions  of  cure,  as  it  llrengthens  the  liomach  and  whole 
fyllem,  and  refolves  vifeid  humors  powerfully  ;  as  mixing  it 
with  glue,  plainly  fhews,  for  it  deprives  it  of  its  adhssfive 
quality;  and,  as  it  is  very  fubtile  and  penetrating,  fo  it  is 
found  to  be  of  the  greatefl  ufe  in  walbinp  out,  as  it  were,  the 
glands,  and  rendering  them  again  permeable  ;  and,  as  ’tis  alfo 
at  the  fame  time  an  excellent  diuretic,  which  evacuation  is 
found  to  be  of  great  fervice  here,— <This  medicine,  although 
it  feems  of  itfelf,  in  fome  degree,  lo  anfwer  every  indication 
of  cure,  yet  it  is  found  to  anlwer  flill  better,  when  fome 
alterative  is  taken  along  with  it,  fuch  as  pulv.  antimon,  <bc.

haps,  mineral  v/aters,  in  general,  are  the  belt  in  this  malady, 
as  they  iirengthen  the  whole  fyhem,  refolve  and  open  the 
B}olt  remote  obliriictlans,  and  are,  at  the  fame  time,  laxative 
and  diuretic;  and  theyare  found  to  anfwer  almoli;  in  ail  ftages 
and  under  ail  circumhanccs  in  this  difeafe  :  And  as  the  pa¬ 
tients,  that  ufe  thefe  waters,  generally  follow  a  very  firid: 
regimen,  and  are  diverted  with  agreeable  company,  which, 
no  doubt,  may  conduce  alfo  to  their  good  effecl  ;  fo,  that,  in 
the  main,  mineral  wells  may  be  faid  to  be  an  excellent  and 
very  agreeable  medicine  ;  *  and  perhaps,  all  mineral  waters 
antwer  thefe  intentions,  more  or  lefs.  Moffat  water  is  found 
to  be  one  of  the  beff,  in  this  difeafe,  of  any  that  are  in  Bri¬ 
tain,  wirnefs  the  many  cures  annually  made  there;  but,  it  is 
obferved  by  fome,  that,  in  this  difeafe,  when  the  cough  and 
other  be(5fical  fymptoms  are  come  on,  that,  in  that  cafe, 
MoiBrt  waters  do  harm  infiead  of  good,  f  But  notwithftand- 
ing  the  good  effedls  of  mineral  waters,  in  that  difeafe,  yet 
they  may  Bill  be  afhded  by  exhibiting  fome  of  the  alterative 
medicines  mentioned  above  along  with  them. 

Sea  water.  [  '^I'his  is  found  to  be  an  ex- 

cellcnt  medicine  in  this  diforder  ;  Tor,  by  the  falts  it  contains, 
it  is  an  excellent  attenuaht  of  any  vifeid  humor,  and  alfo 
promotes  digeflion  and  chylifcation  confiderably,  as  by  its 
iin(!^luous  and  faponaceous  quality,  it  cleanfes  and  difperfes 
thefe  vifeid  humors  w'hich  flop  and  obBrud  the  mouths  of 
the  ladeal  velfels,  and  fucceffively  Bimulate  their  fphimBers, 
whence  they  promote  chyllfication,  It  ought  to  be 

given  every  day,  or  every  other  day,  in  fnjall  quantities,  fo 
us  to  promo  re  a  ftool  or  two  ;  and,  at  the  fame  time,  fome 
otfier  of  the  alterative  medicines  aliev^dy  mentioned  ought  to 
be  ufed  as  circumBances  may  require. 

Millepedes  and  ppts.  of  themf\  As  they 

they  are  faid  to  be  very  penetrating,  attenuating,  and  deob- 
Bruentj  and  alfo  promote  a  flow  of  urine,  lo  are  thought  tq 
pe  very  eflicacious  in  this  difeafe.

noflrums,  by  which  Tome  pretend  to  cure  this  difeafej  fuch  as 
DecoCl .  "Tujjilag.  Fuller,  which,  by  many,  is  reckoned  a  fpe- 
cific,  even  in  the  lafl  flages  of  this  difeafe,'*  the  Decoii,  pa- 
ronich,\  root  of  Butcher-broom,  J  the  root  of  (cropiui]aria,4 
&c,  are  alfo,  by  (ome,  reckoned  never-failing  remedies  in 

this  malady.-^ - The  king’s  touch,  has  been,  hy  ievesal,  be- 

iieved  to  be  an  infallible  cure  for  this  moR  obliinate  difbrder  ; 
and,  the  cuies  made  this  way  (if  ever  there  was  any)  feem 
to  be  owing  altogether  to  the  fear  and  dread  which  a  mo¬ 
narch’s  prefence  may  occafion,  which  caufiiig  an  unit^erfal 
conftribfion  or  fpafm  on  the  vefTels  (which  fear  is  known  to 
do  II)  may  perhaps  force  out  the  obflrucling  matter,  ,by  the 
fudden  conRridtion  of  the  veffels  ;  esnd,  I  think,  ’tis  in  the 
fame  way,  that  we  muR  account  for  the  cures  that  are  (aid  to 
be  fometimes  made  of  this  difeafe,  by  the  touch  of  a  dead! 
naan’s  hand,  or  drinking  out  of  a  fcoll. — —Bur,  ’tis  probable 
that  the  king’s  touch  took  its  rife  from  the  prieRs  obferving, 
that  this  difeafe  went  off  generally  about  a  certain  time  of  life; 
and  fo  they  taking  care,  that  this  miglit  be  aferibed  to  the 
monarch’s  touch,  by  which  they  flattered  their  fovercign, 
making  him  think  there  w^as  fomeRiing  divine  about  him.  So 
great  are  the  efFeds  of  priehcraft  I  Is  the  going  off  of  the 
fcrofula,  about  puberty,  owing  to  fome  change  made  then  in 
the  conRitution  ?  Or^  is  it  owing  to  the  folids  becoming 
Rronger  ?  Or  to  both  ? 

Sthly^  lfues,\  Thcfe  feem  to  be  of  ufe, 

as  they  fes  ve  to  drain  off  mot  bid  particles  from  the  whole 
mafs  in  general,  but  Rill  are  obferved  to  be  more  fo,  when 
they  are  nigh  the  place,  as  then  they  may  chance  to  make  a 
drain  immediately  from  the  aifebted  part.*^

SECT.  XL 

^  I  "'HE  medicine^  mentioned  (in  feft.  X  ) 
I  may  be  fo  con)pounded,  or  various 
dalles  of  them  ufed,  at  the  fame  time  by 
the  prudent  phylician,  fo  as  to  anfvver  all  the 
indications  more  fully,  that  may  occur  in  his 
patient’s  cafe. 

If  we  fuppofe,  for  indance,  that  a  fucking  infant  labours 
under  this  difeafe,  then  a  nurfe  is  to  be  chofen,  healthy  and 
young,  and  whofe  own  child  is  nearly  about  the  fame  age 
with  the  difeafed  one,  and  her  food  ought  to  be  fuch  as  p^e- 
feribed  (in  fedl:.  X.  N°  i.)  The  inbnr  ought  to  have  fird, 
a  fmall  dofe  of  rhccet  adminidred,  as  it  anfwers  both  to 
drengthen  and  cleanfe  the  prhni^  via:.  If  there  are  fymp- 
toms  of  acidities  in  the  doniach,  or  an  aqueous  colluvies 
abounding  much  in  it  ;  then  the  abforbeut  earth’s  or  tedace- 
ceous  powders  diould  be  ufed,  the  bed  of  all  v;hich  feems  to 
be  the  magnefia  alb.  or  a  fmall  quantity  of  foap  didblycd  in 
the  panado,  as  it  attenuates,  and  is  antacid,  may  be  aifo 
nfed  with  conliderabie  advantage,  obferving,  at  the  fame 
time,  ns  much  as  may  he,  the  rules  propofed  in  fetSI:.  X.  i. 

But  if  we  fuppofe  the  patient  a  little  more  advanced  in 
years,  we  would  propofe  the  following  method  :  Fird,  let 
him  take  a  vomit,  and  after  that  a  cathartic,  fuch  as  propofed 
infetd.  X.  2.  both  of  which  may  be  as  frequently  re¬ 
peated,  as  the  circumdances  may  require  ;  in  the  mean  time, 
between  purges,  let  the  patient  drink  a  few  dranghfs,  as  his 
diengih  can  bear,  at  proper  intervals,  of  fulphureous  w'aters, 
fuch  as  Moffat ;  or,  if  that  cannot  be  had,  fome  other  mineral 
waters,  which  have  been  found  to  be  of  fervice  in  fcrofulous 

cafes : 
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cafes ;  which  by  the  bye,  the  greateft  part  of  them  are  ;  in  the 
mean  time  ufing  proper  exercife,  and  they  may  alfo  fwallow 
a  few  carvy  feeds,  or  any  other  agreeable  aromatic  after 
every  draught.  The  mineral  waters  (efpeciaily  Moffat)  are 
often  ufed  by  way  of  bath,  once  or  twice  a  week,  as  the  pa¬ 
tient’s  flrength  can  bear,  taking  care  to  prevent  its  debilita- 
tingeffeds  by  aromatic  corroborating  herbs  being  mixed  with 
it  ;  fuch  as  abfinrh.  centaUr  minor,  &c.  An  infufion  or  de- 
codlion  of  the  faponaceous  plants,  (fe6l.  X.  3.)  or  the  al- 
caline  falts  with  foap  (fedf.  X.  N®  3)  may  be  given  along  with 
the  waters  :  And  if  the  difeafe  is  recent  and  mild,  it  often 
yields  to  this  method  ;  but  if  it  do  not,  then  the  waters 
ought  to  be  aflided  with  ftronger  attenuants,  fuch  as  mercu¬ 
rials,  antimonials,  chalibeats,  faponaceous  and  faline  medi¬ 
cines,  or  a  compofition  of  mofl:  or  all  of  thefe.  V.  G.  Recipe 
fapon.ven.femiunciamiEthiop.  mineral. Antimon.  crud.  pulver. 
aadrach.duas.  Sal polychreR..drach.  unambalf,  capiv.  q.  f.  ut 
fiat  malTain  pilululas  quinque  formanda.  Let  2  or  3  of  the  a- 
bove  pills  be  taken  every  night  at  bed -time,  drinking  a  draught 
of  aq.  calcis. and  decodl.lignor.  mixed, after  them.  Or  let  the  pa¬ 
tient  take  a  fmaildoze  of  the  pill  ^Ethiop  every  night, or  every 
other  night  at  bed-time,  drinking  deco6t.  lign.  along  with 
them,  and  intermitting  as  foon  as  any  fymptoms  of  a  tylifmus 
appears.  The  pill.  Piumm.  or  the  pill,  mercurial,  which  laft 
perhaps  is  the  bed:  ppn.  of  any  of  mercury,,  may  be  ufed  in 
the  fame  manner  Crude  antimony  powdered,  given  in  fmall 
dozes,  and  the  patient  drinking  lime  water  or  Tea  water  in 
proper  dozes  at  the  fame  time,  is  perhaps  a  medicine  fecond 
to  none. 

The  vin.  bened.  in  fmall  dozes  is  alfo  excellent — —Pills 
compofed  of  Calomel.  Sulph.  aurat,  antimon.  ^ gr.  i.  Aloes 
gr,  3.  cum  fyr.  half.  q.  f.  ut  f.  mafs.  Thefe  taken  every 
night  at  bed-time  is  commended  by  Mead.  Burnt  fpunge,  vi- 
trio!,  tart,  the  expreffed  juice  of  millepedes,  or  their  infu¬ 
fion  in  wine  with  a  little  powder  of  nutmeg  drained  and 
fweetned,' as  they  are  all  attenuating  and  diuretic,  fo  may 
prove  very  ferviceable  in  this  difeafe,  and  are  much  recom¬ 
mended  alfo,  by  the  celebrated  Dr  Mead^.  Infufipns  of  aro-

niatics  in  wine^^  given  along  with  fapo-rgum  pills,  feem  to  me 
to  bid  very  fair  for  good  fuccefs  in  this  difeafe. 

But  ’tis  needlefs  to  produce  many  prefcriptions  here,  as  al- 
molt  an  infinite  number  of  formulas  might  be  contrived  out 
of  the  different  claffes  of  medicines  mentioned  in  feet.  X. 
which  I  leave  to  be  contrived  by  the  prudent  pra<Elitioner  to 
anfwer  their  particular  patient’s  cafe  :  Which  by  the  bye,  is 
the  great  criterion  of  a  good  phyfician.

But  if  the  dry  cough,  difficulty  of 
breathing,  and  other  heftical  fyinptoms 
have  feized  the  patient,  then  not  only  the 
ftronger  attenuants,  but  alfo  Moffat  waters  are 
to  be  omitted,  and  mild  balfanis,  antifeptics, 
expefforants,  alles  milk,  &c.  is  indicated. 

When  the  difeafe  is  come  to  this  {bge/alth6ugh  there  re¬ 
mains  but  little  hope,  yet  fomething  Ihould  be  done  for  the 
relief  of  the  miferable  patient.  Here  moll:  of  the  medicines 
propofed  in  fe<5l,  X.  crpecially  the  flronger  attenuants,  would 
be  prejudicial. 

Mild  halfarns,  antifeptics.']  One  of  the 

firft  indications  that  now  occurs  in  the  patient’s  cafe  is  to  for¬ 
tify  as  much  as  poflible  the  blood  againlt  the  purulent  infec¬ 
tion.  For  anfweting  this  intention,  native  balHins  have  been 
found  of  confiderabie  fervice,  as  they  are  powerfully  antifep- 
tic,  for  it  is  by  their  alfillance  chiefly  that  the  ^Egyptian  mum¬ 
mies  are  preferved  from  putrefadion.  Thefe  of  the  greatell 
ufe  here  are  Pix  liquid.  Aq.  pic,  Balf.  peru.  tolu.  capiv. 

But  care  ought  to  be  taken  that  by  their  ftimuius  they  do  not 
excite  the  fever, or  promote  a  diarrhaja  too  much ;  And  I  know 
a  very  celebrated  phyflcian  of  very  long  and  extenlive  prac¬ 
tice,  who  prefers  pix  liq.  before  any  of  the  other  balfams, 
upon  account  of  its  niildnefs,  as  it  does  not  heat  and  incrcafe 
the  fever  too  much,  and  is  a  good  antifeptic  and  expedor- 
ant.  To  the  head  of  antifeptics  we  may  alfo  add  the  acids, 

which 
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\i'hlch  anfvver  very  well  when  properly  ufed  in  this  cafe. — Aq 
calcls  I  have  feen  ufed  in  this  cafe  with  very  great  benefit*. 

Expectorants]  The  fecond  indication  which 

occurs  in  this  ftage  of  the  difeafe,  is  to  cleanfe  the  ulcers  in 
the  lungs  from  all  purulent  matter,  and  to  confolidatejhem  ; 
fed  hie  labor ^  hoc  opus  eft, — The  expedorants  which  anfwer 
this  intention  bed,  are  Lac.  ammon.Acet.  fcillet.Flor.benzon. 
&c.  And  by  decodions  of  balfamic  vulnerary  herbs,  fuch  as 
'Cap.  vener.  Flor.  tufiilag.  Agrimon.  Heder.  terred,  &c.  And 
when  the  ulcers  are  by  thefe  means  cleanfed,  their  confolida- 
tion  may  be  attempted  by  giving  half,  lucaiel.  (in  vitell.  ovi 
fubatfl:.)  in  form  of  an  eledtuary.  And  as  moderating  the 
cough,  and  inclining  the  patient  to  red,  will  very  much  pro¬ 
mote  this,  as  then  the  lips  of  tlie  ulcers  are  more  at  reft 
therefore  decodt.  vel  fyr.  de  cap.  papav.  alb.  given  towards 
llie  evening,  will  perhaps  as  much  as  pofiible  promote  this 
dcfirable  effedt. 

yijjes  The  third  indication 

here  iTto  fupport  the  fick  with  food  of  eafy  digedion,  and 
which  affords  a  good  nourilhment,  which  is  chiefly  to  be 
,  found  in  the  vegetable  kingdom,  and  milk.  To  thefe  ought 
alfo  to  be  added,  proper  exercife,  and  a  good  country  air.f

As  the  very  ingenious  and  laborious  Dr  Alexander  Monro, 
junior,  obferves,  Scrofula  glandulas  conglobatas  6*  lyfriphati^ 
cas  prreferiim  occupat,  Htnc  medica7jie7ita  externa  deobJirue7i^ 
tia  ex  Jiimula7itia  hoc  in  morbo  in  prwiis  profutura  cenfendmrt 
efl  :  (jiium  per  vet^aruni  lymphaticaruin  rejorptione7?i  hywiutata 
fere  ad  ipfus  fedein  pertingere  pojfint  ;  atque  exinde  folida  ap^

The  refolution  of  the  tumor  is  alfo  the  bcft  and  raoH: 
agreeable  way  to  the  patient  of  removing  it,  if  it  can  be 
efFetfied,  which  is  done  by  refolving  and  attenuating  the  ob- 
(hudling  matter,  and  making  it  pafs  again  into  the  road  of 
circulation.  The  medicines  commended  for  this  purpofe  may 
be  applied  in  various  forms  to  the  afFedled  parts.  V.  G.  The 
fumes  of  fal,  ammon,  dilTolved  in  warm  vinegar,  or  the  fumes 
of  warm  mineral  waters  diredled  to  the  parts,  by  the  adili:*

The  empl,  de  cicut,  cwn  ammon,  de  minio  cum  fafo^e, — -rr- 
De  am7nGn,  cum  IVIercur,  Diachylon,  cum  gum,  i^c,  m^y  be 
apply’d  with  fuccefs.  But  the  Rad,  Bryon,  alb,  frefh,  and 
mixed  with  the  common  white  bread  pultis,  is  perhaps  pre¬ 
ferable  to  any  other.  And  I  remember  to  have  feen  a  re¬ 
markable  cure  made  in  the  infirmary,  at  Edinburgh,  in  the 
winter  1755,  of  a  perfon  who  had  a  large  fchirrus  thyroid 
gland,  which  was  totally  refolved  by  this  pultis.  He  ufed, 
at  the  fame  time,  DecoG:,  Seneck,  (which,  perhaps,  may  an- 

fwer  exceeding  well  in  the  fcrofula)  with  the  pultis. - The 

learned  profefTor,  under  whole  care  the  patient  was,  prefers 
the  frelh  bryony  root,  as  a  difcutient,  to  any  other  medicine, 
although  he  has  had  occafion  to  try,  perhaps,  almoll  the 
whole  of  that  tribe, 

A  pultis  of  four  fowens  (fo  called  by  the  Scots,  /.  e,  e 
viucilagtne  furfur acea  afeefeente )  has  been  ufed  with  great 
advantage  as  a  difcutient  in  this  difeafe.  And  I  have  often 
feen  it  ufed  by  the  above-mentioned  profelTor,  with  the 
greatell  advantage. 

2dly,  If  the  refolution  has  been  tried  In  vain,  and  the  tu¬ 
mor  feems  Hill  to  increafe,  and  tend  to  fuppuration,  then  its 
maturation  is  to  be  as  much  as  polfible  promoted  by  emolient 
and  digefting  pultifes,  or  plaifters ;  of  the  fame  nature,  or 
rather  more  acrid,  may  be  applied.  For  ’tis  obfervable,  that 
plaifters,  particularly  of  the  hotter  gums,  promote  fuppura¬ 
tion  faller  in  thefe  pituitous  tumors  than  the  common  emo¬ 
lient  pultifes ;  for  they  heat,  ftimulate,  and  impede  perfpira- 
tion  more.  Thefe  ought  to  be  applied  till  the  tumor  break 
of  itfeil ;  unlefs,  from  its  feat  and  other  circimillances,  there 
is  danger  left  the  matter  be  abforbed  into  the  biood,  or  the 

bones 
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bones  or  other  neighbouring  parts  Oioiild  be  hurt ;  and^  in  that 
cafe,  it  ought  to  be  opened  wth  the  lancet  or  caultic;  but  this 
laft  ought,  as  much  as  poflible,  to  be  (hunned,  left  the  parts 
be  too  much  exafperated,  and  a  cancerous  ulcer  brought  on. 
— Nor  ought  the  tumor  to  be  opened  before  the  Tuppurationi 
be  compleat,  ifpoflibie;  for,  otherwife,  it  will  prolong  the 
cure. 

3dly,  If  the  tumor  is  fo  hard,  that  it  can  neither  be  re- 
folved  or  brought  to  fuppuraiion  ;  if  it  be  feated  fingle, 
moveable,  and  not  adhering  to  any  large  veflel,  then  it  may 
be  extraded  by  the  chirurgical  art.^

leaft  greatly  impaired)  by  an  imprudent  furgeon,  in  taking  out  a  ftrumous 
tumor  5  who,  fearing  the  haemorrhage  did  not  cut  the  membrane,  in  which 
it  was  contained,  with  a  fcalpel,  but  tore  it  out  with  hU  fingeis,  and  along 
with  it  the  recurrant  nerves »

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STrumous  ulcers  don’t  only,  not  readily 
yield  to  the  common  remedies,  but  alfo 
often  deceive  the  furgeon,  by  putting  on  a 
fallacious  kind  of  cicatrix,  which  immediately 
breaks  out  again,  particularly  in  the  fpring 
and  autumn,*  and  generally  appear  much 
worfe  than  before  ;  however,' in  general,  the 
chirurgical  treatment  of  the  ulcers  ought  to 
be  as  fimple  as  poffible,  and  only  the  moll 
bland  and  lenient  balfams,  the  moll  mild  di 
geftives  and  epuloticks  fliould  be  ufed.  Acrid, 
irritating  medicines  always  exafperate  it,  which  * 
ought,  therefore,  to  be  as  little  ufed  as  polli- 
ble,  unlefs  it  be  to  confume  fungous  flefli, 
and,  even  then,  they  ought  to  be  very  mild. 

If  the  ulcer  extend  its  dimenfions  much,  and 
eat  away  the  neighbouring  parts,  then  they 
arc  to  be  defended  by  aftringents  and  mild 
antifepticks.
